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FEAST OF THE RED MEN RATIFYING THE TREATY.

MUSKOGEE, I. T., June 15.—With practi- 
cally no firewater, but plenty of fireworks, 
the Creek Indians Wednesday celebrated 
the ratification of their treaty with the 
United States. 

When all the provisions of this treaty 
shall have been carried out, each Indian in 
the: Creek Nation will be a citizen of the 
United States, eligible to the presidency, 
and will possess 160 acres of land appraised 
at $6.50 per acre, or the equivalent thereof 
in land more or less valuable. 

Furthermore, the ancient tribe of Creek or 
Muskogee Indians will cease to exist, as a 
tribe; the tribal laws will be obsolete; there 
will be no principal chief, no second chief, 
no kings, no warriors; the great council 
of the nation, sitting annually as a legis- 
lature at Okmulgee, the capital, will be dis- 
solved; the Creeks will be governed alto- 
gether by the administration at Washing- 
ton and its representatives in Indian Ter- 
ritory, unti] such time as the territory shal] 
have been admitted as a state. 

The status of the Creek Indian, in short, 
will be exactly that of the white inhabi- 
tants of his nation, who already outnum- 
ber him four to one. This status, at pres- 
ent, is a thing of marvel, unprecedented, 
anomalous, unique. It is a condition al- 
most inexplicable to the outsider and by 
no means fully -comprehended by the resi- 


dent. Nowhere else in the world, within 
the territory of a civilized nation, does such 
a peculiar condition of semi-citizenship ex- 
ist

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In the Creek nation, under the tribal laws, 
ret for a little while recognized by the 
Tnited States, an Indian is a citizen and 
a white man is a non-citizen. A negro, 
provided he belongs to the freedman ciass, 
as a former slave or the descendant of a 
slave held by a Creek, is also a citizen. 
Freedmen and Indians vote for principal FS 
chief, or governor, second chief, or lieuten- 3 
ant-governor, and kings and warriors. The # 
kings correspond to state senators and the Re 
warriors to representatives or members of 
the lower house. The whites nave no 
vote. 

There are, according to the figures of the 
commission to the Five Civilized Tribes, 
known as the Dawes Commission, about 
8500 Creeks, including men, women and 
children, and about 5000 freedmen, all sorts 
and sizes. The proportion of fullbloods is 


very small.

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end legally Indians, entitled to vote at all 
elections in their nation and to receive a 
land allotment, are practically white. The 
Indian blood in the Indian citizen is an un- 
kno ne gueypity. in very many instances. 
Fund . “these citizens are as fair- 
skinn as any Missourfan, yet they have 
a st of Creek blood in their veins. ‘That 
makes them Indians. 


Many Maidens Are 
‘White and Dainty. 


There are girls in Muskogee as white of 
skin as the daintiest belle of the West 
End in St. Louis, and as pretty and charm- 
ing, whose namies are enrolled on the books 
of the Dawes Commission as Indians. There 
are men whose hair shows no sign of the 
straightness and the gloss of the Indlan‘’s 
locks, and whose nasal and cheek bones 
have no prominence characteristic of the 
indian face, who are enrolled as Indians. 
They are Indians. Uncle Sam says so and 
the say-so of Uncle Sam is not disputed 
by any beau or belle, inasmuch as it means 
the inheritance of a tract of land selected 
out of the commonwealth. 

There are also in Muskogee and other 

of the nation many men and women 
who would like to be Indians, but who 
are precluded from exercising that privi- 
lege by the accident of birth. Thousands 
have insistently sought to prove themselves 
Indians, but have been unable to show the 
Dawes Commission proof of their claims. 

There are thousands of others—and these 
constitute the overwhelming majority—who 
admit that they are white and glad of it, 
and who ask only that they be entitled to 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness 
as residents of the Creek nation. 


‘When, therefore, I assert that the Creék! 


Indians celebrated the ratification of their 
treaty, let it not be taken for granted that 
the celebration was instituted and executed 
by bucks, squaws and papuoosis. ‘!t was 
a demonstration such as one never sees in 
the atates, But the majority of the jollifiers 
were whites. 

‘There is no doubt that the whites are 
ers ag =e with the treaty than are 
the reds, The reds acquiescéd, through their 
great council, but many individuals oe: 

sed and still oppose the treaty. This 
applies particularly to the full bloods, who 
ive out in the hills and prefer to remain 
tribal Indians.

When the 
loaves, twice as large as the ordinary size, 
were stacked up near the cooking. trench 
there was a pile of bread as big as a cord

About the middle of the forenoon the 
hunks of beef that had been cooked first 
were put on the fire again for a final heat- 
ing and a treating to the ultimate bath of 
vinegar that made them sweet. 

The barbecuing place was enclosed in 
barbed wire fencing to keep back the 
crowd. Outside long tables had been im- 
provised for the use of the feasters. For 
two hours before noon the barbecue chefs 
were busy at great tables, with knives, 
cleavers, axes and hatchets, hacking and 
Most of it was cut 
up into cubic chunks the size of a doubie 
fist. Some chunks were smaller, and there 
were family chunks weighing four or five 
pounds. 

The bread was also cut into chunks four 
inches thick. Barrels of cucumber .pickles 
were opened. Wooden plates of the kind 
used by grocerymen for holding butter were 
provided. 


A Hungry and 
Hustling Crowd. 

At noon all was ready. For an hour the 
barved-wire fence had been imperiled by 
the pressing throng. In that throng were 
persons of all shades of color, from ebony 
to albino. There were whole families of 
full-blood Creeks from away out in the 
hilla who ecoee the treaty but approved 
the treat. ere were stalwart Cherokees 
from across the line. There were big-boned 
Chickasaws and Choctaws, and a few 
of the descendants of that illustrious hero 
of the “‘Seminole's Defiance,” dear to every 
ee declaimer of the past. gerera- 

on. 
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becue, were present, eager for a taste of 
the browned beef. 

Within the enclosure United States Mar- 
shal Leo E. Bennett and a number of depu- 
ties, with huge pistols in their holstefs, 
were busy expelli intruders. Just outside 
men and boys had cHmbed into the trees 
to watch the spectacle and be in readiness 
to — into an opportunity when they 
saw ° 

At last the word was given and the men 
began dealing out the dinner. Upon one of 
the wooden plates they would place a 
large chunk or two of beef, or perhaps a 
delectable plece near the bone, with the 
bone attached. This part of the meat, an 
Indian barbecuist told me in confidence, 
was the “ch’icest."" Along with the beef 
went a und or so of bread and a hand- 
ful of pickles. 

This was an individual plate. Family 
providers got larger allotments, according 
to the number of citizens in the family. 
Some took away two or three heaped 

lates, while others, proving possession of 
amilies in blocks of 10, were permitted to 
have their baskets filled. 

The tables provided for feasters, being in 
a@ sunny spot, were not well patronized. The 
people preferred to find a shady place under 
a tree, where thev sat in parties and 
gnawed the bones or picked the iuscious 
meat from the cubic chunks. Those who 
oe a lubricant bought lemonade or 
r vop from one of the numerous stands 
on the grounds. No liquor is sold, legally, 
in Indian Territory. 

It was a hard job for the servers. For 
the time being they had as much trouble 
as the Dawes Commission, for many per- 
sons, to whom an allotment of food had 
been made, returned and instituted fresh 
claims. 

But withal it was an orderly, good-na- 
tured crowd. And after the feasting was 
over, and the big tables were cleared of 
their beef, the grove resembled the valley 
of dry bones. Everywhere the discarded 
ossifications of the butchered beeves lay 
about, mute testimony that the Creek In- 
dians and their neighbors, the Caucasian 
non-citizens, had partaken of a feast, the 
like of which is rarely seen. in celebration 
of an occasion that is of vital importance 
and can come but once to a people—the sur- 
render of their sovereignty. 

Candor compels a reiteration of the state- 
ment that white enthusiasm over the treaty 
greatly surpassed red enthusiasm. Near 
the speakers’ stand, from which several 
distinguished citizens and officials spoke in 


glowing praise of the agreement and the | 


prospects which it opened up, stood a hand- 
some lady, wife of one of Muskogee’s rich- 
est merchants. She is a Creek—just enough 
of a Creek to be an Indian under the class- 
ification, though her skin is very falr. 
When someone remarked that the Indians 
did not seem to be applauding the sentl- 
ments of the speakers, this lady replied: 
“Why should they applaud when men tell 
them of the death of their country? 
sometimes fee] like the fullbloods on this 


matter.’’

impulsive outcrop- 
a patriotism 
and 
athetic in its lingering insistence upon re- 

ining the old ways in spite of changed 
conditions which make the retention im- 
possible. 

Driven from their homes in Georgia and 
other portions of the southeast 70 ‘years 
ago, the Creeks came to this part of the 
territory, then a wilderness beyond the 
frontiers of civilization. 

By the terms of the treaty into which 
they were coached, coddled and coerced, 
they were to have and occupy this land 
‘so long as mag grows and water runs. 

But the white man of 1830 knew little of 
the great West. Perhaps he imagined that 
he was sending the Indian to a dese;t. Per- 
haps he harbored the ho that (the In juan 
would perish gradually in this out-of-the- 
world place, and thus by reo dissoiu- 
tion dissolve the tissues of a vexing prob- 
lem. It is true that hundreds of indians 
died on the ae march from their old 
homes east of the Mississippi. Many fell 
by the wayside and were buried under the 
pines of Arkansas and ee the lonely 
rairies where already the Old Settler 

herokees had bullt their huts and planted 
their maize. But the bulk of the Creek 
tribe came hither and settled down. 


White Men Saw 
Wot the Future. 

In those early days the white man never 
imagined that he would ever care to occupy 
this wilderness. Land was too plentiful to 
the eastward—that land which he coveted 
when he drove the aboriginal settlers forth.

It. was inevitable that the past should 
yield to the present. The Indian was of the 
past. His laws, his customs, his habits 
were of the past. Properly they belonged 
to tradition. 

What mattered it that the Indian sys- 
tem was fraught with beauty? What mat- 
tered it that the red man, living under his 
own laws, enjoyed an idyllic, pastoral, 
Pyare existence? Commerce excludes the 
dyllic. Commerce has no place for the 
poetic. Commerce, coveting the pasture, 
crushes the pastoral. 

These Indians have been the commu- 
nists of the New World. Under their 
tribal government they have shared and 
shared alike. By the land ants issued 
to them as a tribe under the great seal 
of the United States they have lived upon 
their own acres, the tribe holding all the 
land for the free use of its people. No in- 
dividual Indian could hold land in fee sim- 
ple. If a member of the tribe could fence 
and cultivate land, it was his for the fenc- 
ing and the cultivation, so long as he used 
it. If he grew tired of one homestead, or 
for any reason desired to move, he had 
but to locate anew upon unused lands 
somewhere within his nation, and again he 
could sit beneath his own vine and fig 
tree, monarch of his realm. 

His wants were few and simple. A cabin 
of logs, with adobe or mud-chinked stone 
chimney; a few acres fenced in to Keep out 
marauding cattle; a garden patch back of 
the cabifi where vegetables for household 
use were grown; a patch of tobacco to fill 
his cob pipe as he sat at evening on the 
shady side of his home, dozing and dream- 
ing, contented, not afflicted with the mania 
of owning things. afar from the rush and 
roar of traffic which he deprecated and de- 
spised, God’s green grass beneath him and 
God’s blue sky above, this simple child of 
nature was a communist and a king. 

It cannot be too emphatically asserted, 
for the information of those who have ac- 
quired their conception of the Indian from 
story books of the penny-dreadful breed, 
that the Indian Territory Indian is a vastly 
different person from Lb blanketed, puint- 
ed, feathered fellow of the northwest 1es- 
ervations. In a very pronounced sense the 
reservation Indian is a ward of the govern- 
ment. 

The Territory Indian does not occupy a 


reservation. He dwells upon iis tribe’s 
own land, governed by members of iis tribe 
1elected by his own vote and in a large 
'measure he may be said to be independent 
of the United States; that is, under the 
'tribal government which the recent. trea- 
ties, when carried into full effect, will elim- 
inate forever. 

When the Indian came to the Territory 
'70 years ago he was already measurably 
‘civilized. His huts and cabins in Geogia, 
'Tennessee, Mississippi and the Carolinas 
'were on the average as good as those of 
| his white neighbors. He was not even in 
those days a wigwam Indian. 
| Mrs. A. E. Worcester Robertson of Mus- 
cogee, a venerable lady who has lived 
'among the Cherokee and Creek Indians all 
i her life, having been born in the Cherokee 
lreservation in Georgia, tells me that she 
never saw a tepee in the territory, and she 
‘reservation Indian is a ward of the govern- 
| has resided here nearly 70 years, as mission 
| teacher, translator and Interpreter. 


The Settlement 
of the Territory. 

Indian Territory is the home of the five 
civilized tribes, Cherokees, Creeks, Choc- 
taws, Chickasaws and Seminoles. Seventy 
years ago these Indians were designated as 
civilized, because they had become home- 


keepers, they had ceased the nomadic life 
of the red man whom Columbus found, they 
had grown to love one hallowed spot as 
home. 

When they came to the territory, each 
tribe settleing within its alloted territory 
or nation, they built homes as good as 
those of other pioneers. That they have not 
advanced as other pioneers, in the improve- 
ment of their property and the development 
of enterprises, is due to their communa! 
system of government, which in itself is 
due to that inborn prediiection for a pas- 
toral life which one finds in white settlers in 
remote places. The Inidilan loved his San 
Fernandez and hated his man Friday [for 
coming into his domain and making a 
noise—the noise of whirring wheels, the 
puffing locomotive, the hammer and saw 
of the builder. : 

Gen. Pleasant Porter, principal chief of 
the Creeks, pointed out to me the one 
serious defect in this communal system 
which he, in common with his tribe, mighi 
have desired to retain had conditions been 
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could fence in and use vast areas of the 
common land. It would have been possible 
for a citizen of this character, with money 
behind him, to take up so much land that 
the poorer and less ambitious Indians would 
be compelled to work for him and become 
practical serfs. Again, white men have 
come in and induced an ambitious Indian, 
or one whom they could use as a tool, to 
fence in great tracts and lease to them for 
cattle-raising and other purposes.’’ 

he white residents of Indian Territory 
are responsible for the abrupt change, 
which, under these treaties, the Indians 
are going to make. The territory has a 
white or non-citizen population of about 
300,000, with only about 70,000 citizens or 
Indians and freedmen. These whites live 
under surprisingly anomalous conditions. 
Under the Indian. laws they are not per- 
mitted to buy land. They could not resist 
the temptation to settle in this beautiful 
territory, and they have built cities and 
towns with modern improvements and cul- 
tivated the land to a bountiful harvest. 
The white farmer leases land from an In- 
dian who has settled upon it. He becomes 
a tenant, in many instances an employe, 
of his Indian landlord. 

In the towns the white men purchased 
from the Indians ‘‘possessory rights’ to a 
lot on which to iid. Fine brick blocks 
have been erecte® upon these lots, the 
builders holding only the possessory right. 
Some of the towns grew into a population 
of several thousand before there was any 
muicipal government whatever. The resi- 
dents, mostly white and citizens of the 
United States, lived here without voting, 
having absolutely no voice in the govern- 
ment of their community. 

A few years ago the United States gov- 
ernment discovered that 
could not last forever. There would 
future comp ications to try the souls of 
men. Something must be done to relieve 
the sityation. The whites. though tn a cer- 
tain measure intruders, had permission from 
the Indians to live here, each 
gaged in business paying to the 
tion an occupation tax.

for the five nations; the towns, already 
built, were surveyed and platted, the lots 
were appraised by @ board, and those who 
had built improve ts on the iots were 

rmitted to pure the land from the 
Taéian tribe at one-half the appraisal value. 
The larger towns have oeen incorporated 
since the town-site commissions performed 
their work, Muskogee now being a city of 
the second class. 

Prior to the appointment of the- town-site 
commissions there was not a 
in the territory for white pup Ss, and there 
is not now a i school for white chil- 
dren living in the country. The towns and 
cities have established schools. The white 
farmer is utterly without educational ad- 
vant . The Indians have their own sys- 
teas of common schools, for citizen children 
only. 


Thus it came about that a penetration of 
vhites was growing up in Ind Territory 
without opportunit f acquiring even the 
rudiments of an education, except cases 
where parents were able to send th chil- 
dren to one of the colleges in the territory 
or to schools In the states. 

In view of this condition, and the anomal- 
ous situation of the white residen t 


of tribal government; in other words, of 
placing Indian and white man upon exactl 
the same plane and making both full- 
fledged American citizens, with statehood 
for the territory as an ultimate prospect. 


Treaties With All 
but the Cherokees. 

Treaties to this effect have been made 
with all the tribes excepting the Chero- 
kees, who by popular vote declined to rati- 
fy their treaty. An amended treaty will 
be presented to them shortly for action. 
Several questions entered into the Chero- 


kee refusal to ratify, one of which is the 
proposed status of ‘‘squaw men,” or whites 


who have married into Indian families. 

For eight years the Dawes Commission, 
with headquarters at Muskogee, has been 
engaged in the almost impossible task o7 
enrolling Indians and allotting their lands 
in severalty. The commission as at pres- 
ent constituted is composed of Former 
United States Senator H. L.

ridge .of Arkansas, former congressman 
and former minister to Russia. Allison L.

The people of the Creek Nation rejoice 
at the ratification of the treaty because 
they know that this is a long step toward 
ftatehood for the Territory, and that as 
soon as President McKinley issues a 
-lamation announcing the signing of the 
agreement by both Creek and United 
States government the Indians will be per- 
,mitted to sell their lands &nd white men 
‘will be enabled to buy and own, in fee sim- 
ple, farms and mineral lands within the 
nation.

MOTHER DEMANDED HER CHILD 


FOSTER-MOTHER WEPT BITTER 
TEARS AS SHE PARTED 
WITH IT. 


The Little One Had Been Given Her to 
Care for, and Its Tiny Baby Fin- 
gers Were Wound Tightly 
About Her Heart. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 15.—Judge Stev- 
enson, in the Criminal Court, was called 
upon yesterday to play the part of Solo- 
mon—to decide which should have the cus- 
tody of 22-year-old Ruth Dorothy Sterner— 
the mother who bore her or the foster- 
mother who boarded her. Not unnaturally,

CHANGES AT THE POSTOFFICE.

can journalists, having few facts to give 
the sportsmen on the other side of the At- 
lantic, built up a remarkably Imaginative 
narrative. Mr. Watson, her designer, and 
Archibald Denny, a member of the firm of 
builders at Dumbarton, were represented 
as locked away from the world, the flesh, 
and the devil, carrying on model yacht rac- 
ing on a miniature ocean. In order to pro- 
duce a veri-similitude of the conditions of 
Sandy Hook, they were stated to have in- 
vented a pair of patent bellows, which pro- 
duced steady breezes or gusty drafts as 
‘desired. They watched the bearing and be- 
havior of their little craft under these soft 


f;| winds and summer gales, and had thereby 


arrived at the data on which the challenger 
was being built. There was an illustration 
also of the patent bellows, with the breezes 
issuing from them. Nothing could be more 
convincing, and yet, the pity of it, the story 
with all its details was fiction. 


Test Models 
in Tank. 


As a matter of fact, Mr. Watson and Mr. 
Denny did, however, experiment for nine 
months before the final design of the Sham- 
rock II was settled, and for this purpose 
the unique experimental tank at the fa- 
mous Dumbarton yard was used. It was 
constructed in aecordance with the pians of 
Prof. William Froude, the am pa of the 
experimental tank of the British admiralty 
at Haslar, where all warships designs are 
tested in miniature by means of most beau- 
tifully adjusted mechanical arrangements. 

The Dumbarton tank is 300 feet long, with 
a width of 22 feet and a depth of 10 feet 
and in relation to the size of the models 
is practically a; reduced copy of the water 
area of the English channel. It is broader 
than it need be possibly, but this is a good 
fault. Were it too narrow the waves cre- 
ated by the model's movement. through the 
water might strike back off the sides and 
upset all the. scientific calculations. From 
end to end of the tank, down its center, 
runs a suspended double pathway of wood 
on which are the lines as for a little rail- 
way. They are traversed by a carriage of 
exquisite ingenuity, under which the model 
for experiment is fitted. By means of a 
wire rope, working by steam round a drum, 
this conveyance, known as a dynamometer, 
is drawn to and fro along the lines at any 
degired speed, and with it, of course, the at- 
tached model, which is ballasted with shot, 
so as to give the accurate proportionate 
draft of water. As the carriage flies 
along. pens working over paper on a drum 
record the distance in feet traveled, the 
time in half seconds occupied. and the 
amount of resistance in pounds which is set 
up. A long mirror is hung below the car- 
riage, its lower edge being just level with 
the surface of the water in the tank. This 
travels with the carriage, parallel with the 
model, and. by its means the operator can 
see the wave profile against the side of the 
mode). 


How Speed 


Is Ascertained. 

It will be readily understood that data of 
this character are of the utmost importance 
in settling the lines an orm of a vessel, 
as the model can be m fled experiment- 
ally, and the result of every change wil! be 
set down in different colored inks by the 
faithful pens. If the ship is to be driven 
by one or more screws, a second carriaze 
will be utilized. From thts will depend one 
or more model screws. When this instiu- 
nent is in use, all the elements of a. ship 
are represented ,and other pens recore 
which screws, as they rotate in the water, 
give the best results. Thus, as the carriage 
is drawn along in the case of a 22-knot 
ship, the 250 yards from end to end is cov- 
ered in ahout 30 seconds, the several pens 
mark down on the chart the speed, the dis- 
tance traveled, the number of revolutions 
of the screw or screws, as the case may be, 
the thrust of the screw, and the force nec- 
essary to turn it on them round. The firm 
has about 200 model screws, and these may 
be tried one after another. 

Models Made 
From Wax. 
A few words as to the method of pre- 


paring the models. They are made of par- 
affin wax.

big brother, as it were. A framework of 


lath and canvas, called a-core, being a 
more or less exact model of the craft, is 
also constructed. As soon as it is cold the 
rough model is affixed to a wood frame to 
facilitate handling, and is then ready to be 
transformed into an exact miniature of the 
vessel desired. The drawings are set up 
in front of the two men in charge of the 
modeling machine, which, by a panto- 
graphic motion, produces the_ sectional 
drawings with absolute fidelity on the wax 
model, and then a steady hand a chisel 
complete the task. These models are of con- 
siderable size, some of them weighing as 
much as 200 pounds. 

The utility of such a tank In the design- 
ing of a racing yacht can be readily under- 
stood, and, as has been stated, it was used 
for no less than nine months in preparing 
the designs of the Shamrock, the doors be- 
ing closed and no one outside knowing the 
results obtained. One after another various 
models were tested until there was a flo- 
tila of jl wax craft, all possible challen- 
gers; and before the final result was 
achieved these diminutive vessels were 
submitted to 6 different modifications. Dur- 
ing most of last year Mr. Watson, assisted 
by Mr. Denny, was conducting experiments 
to ascertain the form of hull and keel best 
suited to good speed, and combining the 
other requirements of a racing cutter.

common heritage. 

This condition was rapidly approaching 
in the countries belonging to the five civil- 
ized tribes. Laws were teing enacted con- 
veying and securing the ue of their com- 
mon country to the more intelligent, ener- 
getic and scheming clases, who were as- 
sociating themselves with non-citizen capi- 
talists and adventurers fov the purpose ot 
making permanent their acquisitions in 
wealth, regardless of the well-being of the 
poorer classes. In other words, the rich 
were becoming richer und the poor were 
becoming poorer, while their opportunity 
in theory appeared io »e the same. If for 
no other reason than this, iz became neces- 
sary, in the maintenatice of equal rights to 
property which adhérs to eacn and every 
citizen share and share aiike, that the 
communal system be set aside and in lieu 
thereof the holding of lands and other pub- 
lic property of the nations of the Indian 
Territory should be appor‘loned and secured 
to each citizen. 

The growth and development of the coun- 
try within the sovereignty of the United 
States hag been along the lines of indi- 
vidualization of landed property. State 
after state has been carved out of the 
lands, which the Indian people had 
claimed and roved over in the centuries 
past. Civilized men from all nations of 
Europe gravitated to the United States 
because the means of obtaining a liveli- 
hood and the opportunities for the acqul- 
sition of wealth offered a more inviting 
field. The growth and development of the 
states westward grew upon lands claimed 
by the Indians, touching upon the borders 
of the Indians’ country on the east, west, 
north and south, and the exception in thi» 
territory has been endured only for the 
reason that the lands occupied by the 
tribes of the Indian Territory were patent- 
ed to them in fee simple. But the time 
had arrived when the anomaly of lands in 
common, wedged in between states with 
lands individualized, became too burden- 
some to be maintained, and was at vari- 
ance with the general interests of the 
whole country. 

The more law-abiding citizens of the 
United States respected the rights of the 
Indians, but the more adventurous, and 
those that had the less regard for law. 
pressed forward, conscious only of such 
favorable opportunity as had invited their 
thrift and energy, thus peopling the In- 
dian Territory with a noncitizen popula- 
tion greater by four-fold than the Indians, 
the inheritors of the soil, rendering the 
operation of government by the Indians 
impossible. Neither could the courts of 
the United States that had jurisdiction 
over the territory maintain a system of 
order as was necessary in justice to the 
surrounding states. This foreign popuia- 
tion was rapidly possessing themselves of 
the greater portion of the tillable lands 
and mineral wealth of the Indian pcopic, 
and there appeared to be no adequate means 
of restraining this natural growth and de- 
velopment of the country. These condi- 
tions became so apparent to the govern- 
ment of the Unrited States, and there ap- 
peared to be no other course open to the 
government other than to change its poll- 
cy with regard to the Indians, placing 
each citizen in possession of his rightful 
share of the common landed estate and 
establishing ‘government that would main- 
tain the rights of person and property of 
the people of ‘he Indian Territory. 
The usual method was adopted by the 
government, which has _ been trying, 
through treaties or agreement, to provide 
for whatever changes the necessities of 
advancing progress might demand. The re- 
sult of this policy has culminated in the 
consummation of treaties with all but one 
of the Indian nations, the Cherokees. 
The theory upon which the treaty has 
been framed is in accord with the policy 
of the government—that is, that each citi- 
zen shall receive his share of the common 
estate, and that he shall be guarded in 
the strongest ‘manner possible. Its spirit 
s to insure and maintain the individual 
rights of each citizen of the Indian na- 
tions, and at the same time to clothe him 
as rapidly as possible with the rights, re- 
sponsibilities and privileges of an American 
citizen. It is a policy well worthy of the 
magnanimity of the American nation. All 
changes in the institutions of any people 
are fraught with more or less hardships. 
The suppression and abandonment of insti- 
tutions that have long been revered is 
fraught with much suffering. It was but 
natural that the Indians should have been 
loval to those instituff)ns, but it is evident 
that they have been guided by the highest 
reason in accepting these changes with 
euch unity and alacrity. 
The ratification of the Creek agreement 
is hailed as a measure ridding this country 
of the complexity of conditions, and giving 
measurable justice to every one. Today's 
meeting is the highest evidence to the 
thinking mind that this vast assemblage of 
justice-loving people—those who have inter- 
ests in this country—join in accord with 
the spirit of justice and equity, which ts 
the pervading spirit of the agreement, and 
vou. fellow-citizens, who are not directly 
interested in the division of the Indians’ 
estate, by your presence here, show that 
as citizens of the United States, you In- 
dorse what has been wrought. out in this 
agreement as a measure of justice to your 
red brethren. 
All equities that could MWve been well 
claimed by you have been recognized and 
Nberally provided for, and the way is now 
opened up for the normal development of 
this country by your capital and industry 
in such manner as will not destroy and 
banish from his neh $e the original own- 
er of this country, but will build him up 
and teach him the way to make his home 
and ve him a permanent _ heritage for 
himself and his posterity. The intention 
of this agreement is for the betterment of 
your red brethren and to give you a place 
among them whereby by your counsel and 
energy he may be led forward in the path- 
of civilization and prosperity, and I

Fortunate has this people been in hav- 
ing for this day and hour the right man in 
the right place; and I join you with all 
my heart in every tribute and word of 
praise which has been extended to Chief 
Porter. He knew that there was no ques- 
tion here about the constitution following 
the flag. He knew that under the steady 
and encircling pressure of events, which 
even the government itself could not stay. 
there was no longer need for the fullblood 
to fear the phantom of taxes. With clear 
and comprehensive vision he saw that a 
divinity has for centurie. been shaping 
your ends and ours, that the duty of :ixht- 
ly meeting present conditions was upon us 
both, that we felt that duty and that vou 
must realize its force and nature.

They seem to have 
been brought up under the old Persian rule 
to teach the children to ride, to hunt. and 
to tell the truth. :

The two flights of 
grand staircase leading to two superim- 
posed galleries were also lined with big, 
motionless valets, their short breeches, 
scarlet and gold coats and powdered wigs 
standing out in splendid contrast against 
tropical plants. 

A French orchestra downstairs and a 
Hungarian orchestra on the second floor 
gallery played alternately. 

The guests were 350 of the most exclusive 
aristocracy. 

At 10 p. m. the vaudeville concert, 
act of which cost less than $500, began in’ 
the ballroom. 

The fountains distributed throughout the 
halls and stair landings of the interior 
courts of the Castellane palace played for 
the first time on this occasion and were 
a great success. 

Though the evening was hot, the atmos- 
phere here was delightfully cool. The wa- 
ter running everywhere in noisy cascades 
and brooks, tinkled delicious music, giving, 
with the profusion of plants, quite an out- 
door effect. 

At midnight the concert ended, the com- 
pany passed out to the dining room, where 
supper was served. The arrangements 
were superb. Here a delightful surprise 
awaited the guests in the shape of a 
marble basin, from which a sheet of wa- 
ter 20 feet wide fell into a larger one on 
the floor. The whole arrangement was 
trimmed with plants and flowers and elicit- 
ed expressions of admiration from all the 
guests.

Only three Americans outside of em- 
bassy attaches were recognized by the Cas- 
tellanes on their invitations. They were 
Mrs. Henry Drake, Mrs. William Moore 
and the Countess de Coetlogon. Nore of 
the American embassy, though invited, at- 
tended. 

Stanislaus Castellane, Count Boni's broth- 
er, admits his engagement to the daughter 
of Emilio Terry, brother of Sybil Sander- 
son’s late husband. The girl is a great 
heiress. Her father bought the marvelous 
chateau, the Chenoneaux, the historical 
residence of Francis I, Henry II, Cather- 
ine de Medicis and Mary Stuart, and later 
the property of Mme. Dupin, who constant- 
ly had there Voltaire, Rousseau, Boling- 
broke and other famous men. 

Thus the two brothers of Boni, like him- 
self, have obeyed their father’s injunction 
to “marry money, my boys, for I am liv- 
ing on my capital.”

NEW YORK, June 15.—Semi-official state- 
ments were made in Wall street today that 
J. P. Morgan is organizing a $2,000,000,000 
railroad trust. 

It is said that the Railroad Securities 
Co. will be the nucleus of the gigantic 
combine, which will outshadow the steel 
trust. The matter was said to have gone 
far beyond the embryonic: stage. Definite 
announcement regarding it is expected soon 
after the arrival of Mr. Morgan from 
abroad in about two weeks. This trust 
will control in the beginning, according to 
the story in Wall street, roads with a total 
mileage of 387,000. It will issue bonds to 
guarantee the capital stocks and bonds of 
the various roads to the amount of fully 
$2,000,000,000. It will be in effect a continu- 
ing trustee of the stocks of the roads—r 
perpetual proxy. 

‘Laws of many of the western states for- 
bid the ownership by one railroad of the 
controlling interest in a parallel road. This 
new company is designed to get around 
these laws. It will not buy stocks, but will 
merely accept them on deposit as trustee 
and issue bonds to the depositors as se- 
curity. These bonds will be traded in in 
the same way as stocks, the control of the 
stocks being vested absolutely in the trust 

The Railroad Securities Co. was formed 
about four months ago with $50,000,00° cap- 
ital. Its object, as stated then, was to 
deal in stocks and bonds of railroads and to 
hold them as trustee. ; 

A banker identified with the company to- 
day on being asked by a reporter about the 
railroad trust admitted that the securities 
company was organized ‘‘for some such 
purpose.” He refused to go into details, 
saving it was too soon. Atchison and 
Missourl Pacific and the other Gould roads 
may enter the trust later. 

No attempt will be made to get eastern 
roads into the trust until it is proved abso- 
lutely practicable by the application to the 
western roads. 

According to the plan of organization it 
can be dissolved at any time by the re- 
turn of the stock to holders of its bonds. 
Experts are now busy ficurine out the basis 
on which exchanges of bonds will be made 
for stock of the various roads. 


MOVE TO END RATE WARS. 


Harriman Perfects a Western ‘‘Com- 
munity of Interest” Plan. 
CHICAGO, June 15.—E. H. Harriman was 
the directing figure in two movements be- 


gun yesterday, and which are expected to 
affect every railroad running west of Chi- 
cago and St. Paul. 

What was held to be the first step to- 
ward a composite agreement between the 
great roads running west of these_ cities 
was perfected at a conference held here 
between Mr. Harriman and officials of the 
companies concerned. By its terms an {fron- 
clad agreement to end rate wars and other 
complications is expected to be spread over 
all the roads in the northern group, in- 
cluding the Northern Pacific, eaten. 
the Milwaukee & St. Paul, the Union Pa- 
cific. the Northwestern and the Great 
Northern lines. 

To the Southwest the Santa Fe will op- 
erate hand in hand with the Southern Pa- 
cific. It will be a “community of interests’ 
plan and provides that the Pacific Mail and 
Oecidental Steamship Lines, controlled by 
the Southern Pacific shall take care of the 
Santa Fe's transpacific business. 

The other move directed by Mr. Harri- 
man was the practical provision for the 
transfer of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
aul to the Harriman syndicate and the 
turning of this line into a link of the Union 


Pacific system.

Walker, who lives across the street from 
the Ware residence was attracted by two 
shots fired at short intervals. The sound 
indicated that they were fired inside of the 
Ware house. He hurried to the scene and 
there found Mr. Ware on the floor in his 
night clothes with two pistol balls through

A pistol with two empty chambers lay 
on the bed.

August Schmidt Overcome by 
His Disgrace. 


DIED AT THE WORKHOUSE DOOR 


HE HAD BEEN FINED $10 FOR 
BEGGING PUBLICLY. 


After His Conviction in the Police 
Court He Maintained Silence and 
Collapsed and Died as Free- 
dom Was Vanishing. 


When the portals of the grim and for- 
bidding Workhouse opened yesterday af- 
ternoon to receive August Schmidt, con- 
victed in police court of the crime of pov- 
erty, he crossed the threshold and then 
died. 
Schmidt was silent when he was taken 
from the holdover prison beneath the 
earth’s surface at the Four Courts. 
Shackled to a negro, he walked through 
the underground passage, over the gran- 
itoid paving, and with bowed head en- 
tered the “Black Maria’ and was whirled, 
together with 20 other prisoners, over the 
rough streets to the Workhouse, overlook- 
ing the river at the foot of Meramec street. 
On that long and dismal journey he spoke 
not one word, 
When Patrolman Mathews stopped the 
prison van in front of the workhouse gate, 
August Schmidt stepped wearily from the 
conveyance. He was still silent. His head 
still was inclined forward, and his eyes 
sought the ground. 

he big gate creaked on its ange + {ron 
hinges as it swung open to receive the un- 
fortunate and the vicious. An involuntary 
shudder passed over Schmidt’s body and he 
straightened up and gazed into the stockade 
that was opened before him. 
He could see scores of men clad only 
in brown overalls and blue hickory shirts. 
In many instances two men were shackled 
together and nearly every man was 
weighted down with a huge ball and chain 
that clanked dismally witl®every step. The 
men had worked all day in the clay pits or 
in the quarries and their faces and hands 
bore stains of grime and toll. 
As they marched silently over the cob- 
ble paved stockade an entered the 
small and stufly cells, with armed ards 
constantly over them, Schmidt looked long 
and earnestly at them. Then he raised his 
hands above his head, clasped them, and 
with uplifted eyes, pitched forward on his 
face, never uttering a single word. 
Of His Death 

There Was No Doubt. 

The guards, accustomed as they are to ali 
sorts of ruses on the part of prisoners, 
knew that they were witnesses to a trag- 
edy. They sprang forward and lifted the 
man from the ground. His eyes were 
closed. His face was pale. His arms hung 
limp and helpless by his side. One placea 
his hand over the heart. It had ceased to 
beat. The body was carried into the su- 
superintendent’s office. The workhouse 
physician, Dr. Rohlfing was called. He pro- 
nounced him dead and the body was con- 
veyed to the morgue. 

August Schmidt had committed no crime. 
In All of the 45 years of his life he had not 
raised his arm against his fellow man. He 
labored with his hands until disease so 
weakened him that he could no longer keep 
up the pace set by younger and stronger 
laborers. His meager hoard was soon gone, 
and, when suffering the poner of hunger, 
he begged for a loaf of broad, he was ar- 
rested by a policeman and taken to the Po- 
lice Court, charged with begging, 

He was convicted and fined $10. No poli- 
ticilan with a ‘‘pull’’ interceded for this un- 
fortunate man. In all this big city there 
was none that he could appeal to for help. 
Had he the $10 to pay his fine he would not 
have been fined, for he would not have 
begged. He bore his misfortune with si- 
lent resignation, until he could bear no 
more, and then that came which released 
him from all courts with earthly jurisdic-

ANCIENT CLEW 


Located the Home of Former 
Prairie Bandits, 


FIFTY-SIX- YEARS LATE 


GANG FOR YEARS ROBBED AND 
MURDERED ILLINOI£ 
FARMERS. 


But One Detective Remembered Any- 
thing of Theft and the Heavy 
Rewards Then Offered for 
Their Capture. 


CHICAGO, June 15.—A clew 56 years be- 
lated has been receiveé by the Chicago po- 
lice. It was such a musty relic of forgot- 
ten history that not a sleuth at the Central 
detective headquarters recognized it, and 
of all the department only the venerable 
Alex Beaubien, at the Harrison Street Sta- 
tion, knew what excitement and call to ac- 
tion would have attended its discovery In 
the middle of the last century. But Beau- 
Dien was the first white child born in Chi- 
cago, and he was an emffryd detective in 
the stirring days of the clew that never 


turned up. 

Information has rédched the local detec- 
tives that the stronghold of the Banditti of 
she Prairies has been found in the midst of 
Pim Thicket, in Lee County, less than 
7 miles from Chicago. Workmen engaged 
there in clearing aver the underbrush pre- 
paratory to placing the land under cultiva- 
tion came across the mouth of 4 tunnel 
opening beneath the remains of a 4.faw- 
stack, and investigation revealed a corridor 
leading to an intricate arrangement of un- 
Articles were found 
in every room which identified the place as 
the headquarters of the notorious band of 
outlaws which terrorized the farmers and 
townsfolk of the gprs t and Illinois 
river valleys from 1830 to 1845. 

Legend has always made Lee County the 
home of the despjerate men whose daring 
crimes and almost magical immunity from 
capture finally gave them the sobriquet of 
Banditti of the Prairies, but It remained for 
this discovery to locate definitely the hid- 
ing place from which they issued to mur- 
and to which they fled 
to baffie the vigilantes of the day. For 15 
pases the early settlers of northern Illinois 

new no terror like the banditti, who came 
with more stealth than the Indians and 
stole in a day the earnings of a lifetime. 
Horses, which in those days were worth; 
out a8 much ae automobiles now, were 
the favorite plunder of the gang, and over 
— of the rendezvous in Plum Thichet 
s given over to the underground stables, 
where the animals were quartered till sold. 
Jt was known at the time that such a hid- 
ing ce existed in northorn Illinois, and 
the “underground stables’ acquired a wide 
fame without the dignity of a precise loca- 


n. 

After nearly every farm which promised 
worthy spoil had been raided, and after 
the robbers had been pursued times with- 
out number by sheriffs and citizen posses, 
only to disappetr in the vicinity of Lee 
County as if swallowed up by_the earth, 
a circular was sent out by the Chicago po- 
lice asking for information which would 
Jead to the discovery of the band’s re- 
treat. A reward was offered for the cap- 
ture of the marauders, and mention was 
also made of the location of treasure, sup- 
posed to have been buried by the leaders 
of the awaymen somewhere in the Mis- 
sissippi Valley. 


Found After 
Fifty-Six Years.

Fruit Growers Cannot Find Cars 


Enough to Carry Their Output to 
the Markets of the : 
Country. 


WASHINGTON, June 15.—Leading move- 
ments in the domestic commerce of the 
United States are now being made the 
subject of monthly reports by the treasury 


bureau of statistics. 

An idea of the growth of this feature of 
the bureau's work may be gathered from 
the fact that the April summary of com- 
merce and finance contains over a hundred 
tables showing commercial movements at 
interior centers, traffic on the great lakes, 


receipts at the Atlantic seaboard, trade 
movements in southern territory and on the 
Pacific coast, and shipments of coal, coke, 
petroleum and other mineral Hage cortege va. 
rious parts of the country. In many cases 
comparisons are made between the four 
months ending April, 1901. and the corre- 
sponding period of last year. Attention is 
aiso called to the broadening basis of in- 
ternational commerce consequent on. the 
conversion of vacant lands into farms in 
the northwest and recent mineral develop- 
ment in the southwest, which sections are 
enjoying @ large influx of population. 

nh western territory live stock and cereals 
are leading factors of domestic trade move- 
ments. The live stock receipts at the five 
principal markets—Chicago, Kansas City, 
Omaha, 8t. Louis and St. Joseph, in 1901, 
Show remarkable gains over last year, both 
as regards April and the four months end- 
ing with April, the official receipts of cat- 
tle. hogs and sheep, in the four months just 
ended, showing en increase of 359,417 head, 
as compared with the corresponding four 
morths of 1909. The rise in the price of 
corn is pointed out as being largely respon- 
sible for this increased movertent of live 
stock to market, it having become more 
profitable to sell corn at 26 per cent above 
last year’s price than to keep the stock at 
such gn at geen feed. 

The receipts of spring and winter wheat 
at the eight markets—Minneapolis, Mil- 
waukee, Duluth, Chicago, Kansas City, 8t. 
Louis, Detroit and Toledo—for the harvest 
year to April 30 were 10,840,722 bushels more 
than a year ago, a gain of approximately 
6 per cent. The Commercial movements at 
the Atlantic seaboard include grain and 
flour reduced to bushels. 

In April, 1901, Boston received 4,092,892 
bushels; New York, 9,635,919 bushels; Phil- 
adelphia, 4,931,597 bushels, and Baltimore, 
6,313,254 bushels, making a total of 24,993,662 
bushels for those four principal ports. 

In southern territory the cotton move- 
ment is the most important, 9,384,947 
having come into sight by May 1, ; 
this amount Texas alone contributed 3.- 
508,499 bales. The growth of New Orleans 
as a grain port is seen from the fact that 
18,062,568 bushels of grain were exported 
from that city during the four months end- 
ing May 1, as compared with 14,153,127 bush- 
els in the four months of 1900. 

An event of sufficient importance to be 
noted in its bearing on this phase of the 
internal commerce of the country during 
April is the shipment of a car load of Val- 
encia oranges from southern California 
to Portland, Ore., destined for Viadivostock, 
Siberia. 

The failure of California orange growers 
to find a sufficient supply of cars to en- 
able them to put their fruit on the eastern 
market, and the high rates of ocean freight 
from the Atlantic seaboard to Europe have 
combined to force the growers either to 
work up the preduct at home or to find new 
markets in the Far East. Another experi- 
mental feature in the distribution of tie 
citrous fruit crop of California, is the ship. 
ment eastward by way of the coastwise 
steamers from Redondon to Seattle, and 
thence over the Great Northern Railroad 
to points as far east as Chicago.

Probationary Patrolman Richard Delaney 
of the Fourth District was shot and almost 
instantly killed last evening by William 
Turner, alias Martin, a colored mule driv- 
er, whom he was about to arrest for 
cruelty to his wife. 

The shooting occurred at 6:23 o'clock in 


Turner's room at 1315 North Seventh 
street, where Policeman Delaney, accomes 
panied by Policeman Nicholas Roach, had 
gone at the request of Lulu Turner, the 
negro's wife. 

urner made his escape, and was cap- 
tured in East St. Louis shortly before 9 
o'clock by Chief Hauss, Sergeant Cooney 
and Policeman Fancher. Turner was 
wounded in the abdomen. He admitted 
having shot Delaney, but said that the 
latter had fired the first shot. 

The negro was brought back to the city 
late last night and placed in the Four 
Court holdover.

Bishop Bonacum Again 
Draws Public Attention, 


THREATENED PARISHIONERS 


HELD THAT CHURCH WAS PARA- 
MOUNT TO STATE. 


Barely Escaped Punishment for Con- 
tempt of Court for Intimidating 
Witnesses by an Apology to 
the Presiding Judge.

LINCOLN, Neb., June 15.—Bishop Bona- 
cum has created a tremendous sensation 
by defying state courts and openly declar- 
ing that the laws of the Roman Catholic 
Church are paramount to those of the 


State, 
He practically confessed that he had 


threatened to excommunicate two church- 
men if they testified in court against him, 
His apology alone saved him from being 
fined tor contempt of court. He was hissed 
and threatened by those in attendance. 
Bishop Bonacum had been in Seward the 
greater part of the week prosecuting a 
case to oust Father William Murphy from 
the possession of the church and parish 
house. 

During the trial yesterday testimony was 
introduced to show that Bishop Bonacum 
hed sent the Rev. Father Hayes to Messrs, 
Gesen and McNally, respectively trustees 
of the Seward and Ulysses churches, to 
inform them that if they testified in favor 
of Father Murphy excommunication await- 
ed them. They testified to the igtimidation. 

Father liayes admitted that the bishop 
had sent him to the trustees with this mis- 
sion and that he had performed it. 

Bishop Bonacum, under oath, sought to

The bishop then stated that the laws of 
the church were paramount to the laws of 
the state, but the judge replied that the 


Roach had not passed through the base- 
ment when he heard six shots fired in 
quick succession. He returned to the side- 


walk in front of the house in time to see 
Delaney stagger down the front steps and 
fall lifeless on the sidewalk, while the 
negro ran out through the back door and 
his wife ran with equal speed south on 


Sixth street. 


Delaney Died 
Almost Instantly. 

Delaney died before an ambulance could 
reach the scene. His body was taken to 
his home at 2217 Biddle street. 

The woman was found a half hour later 
at the home of a friend on Clarke avenue, 
near Eleventh street, where she had fled 
to escape the police. She was arrested and 


locked up, to be held as a witness against 
her husband. 

The woman says that she saw the scene 
which preceded the firing of the first shot, 
but says that she ran as soon as the first 
report was heard. She does not know 
whether Delaney or her husband fired first, 


but says that the policeman had his re- 
volver in his hand when he entered the! 
room to place her husband under arrest. 

Mrs. Rosa Schneider, living at 1313 North 
Sixth street, says that she saw the negro 
fire at the policeman as the latter was | 
staggering down the steps after receiving | 
his fatal wound. The wound was in the! 
oe breast, the bullet passing through the/| 
1eart. 

Deianey had been on the police force since | 
Aug. 21, 1899, and is credited by Capt. 
Boyd with having been an exceptionally ef- | 
ficient and courageous policeman. On May | 
5, in arresting Herman Grettemann for | 
beating his wife, at 917 North Thirteenth | 
street, he was struck by Grettemann with | 
a club and returned the blow with a shot} 
which penetrated Grettemann's abdomen. 
The prisoner was in the City Hospital un- 
til last Thursday. when, haying recovered 
from his wound, he was sent to the Day- 
ton Street Police Court and fined $23 on Bis 
wife's testimony and that of Delaney. 

Delaney was 29 years old and married, 
having two children. He was appainted in 
the Fourth District, but was almost imme- 
diately transferred to the Sixth, where he 
served until March, 1990. He was then re- 
turned to the Fourth. 

When the report of the killing of Police- 
man Delaney, made out by Policeman 
Nicholas Roach, who was his companion 
on the visit to the negro'’s house, reached 
Acting Assistant Chief of Police Lally, 
that official expressed dissatisfaction with 
Roach's conduct and ordered an investi- 
gation for the purpose of learning wheth- 
er the policeman had been gullty of cow- 
ardice. 

The investigation of the circumstances at- 
tending the killing of Delaney was com- 
menced at once with especial view to de- 
termining whether Roach was in the base- 
ment at the time of the shooting, as he 
states in the report or whether he entered 
the room on the first floor with his brother 
officer and departed when the shooting 
commenced

Satisficd with Roach’s explanation of his 
failure to capture the negro. |

MADRE DITCH TO BE CLOSED 


ONE OF THE FEATURES OF THE 
’ OLD CITY DOOMED. 


Why It Was Constructed and the Part 
It Has Played in the Growth, 
History and Development 
of the South- 
west City.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., June 15.—By an act 
of the city council it is proposed to close 
the Madre, or mother ditch, which has 
flowed continually through the heart of the 
city for nearly 20 years. The march of

Away back in the early years of the eight- 
eenth century, about 1714, the good monks 
from Spain pushed their missionary firing 
line up into the country, then a waste in- 
habited by Indians, and planted on this site 
amission. They called it the Alamo, which 
means “poplar tree,’’ supposedly because 
trees of that variety abounded there, al- 
though few are to be found now. 

Strangely enough, their selection of a 
site for a church is now the “red-light” or 
trans-San Pedro district of the city. It was 
near the west bank of San ro creek, 
which now divides the sheep from the goats 
in the morals of San Antonio. To the east 
a@ few hundred yards flowed the beautiful 
San Antonio river, clear, swift and sunk 
between high banks. 

In_ this country, where heaven {s not to

Other ditches followed. One of them, San 
Pedro ditch, still’ flows uninterruptedly 
alongside of Flores street from San Pedro 
Park to the river below the city. They 
made the valley of the San Antonio a para- 
dise. Under the careful cultivation of the 
settlers it blossomed and yielded enough 
and more for the needs of the community. 

Later, when the San Fernando Cathedral, 
on what is now Main plaga, was bullt, San 
Pedro ditch ran in front of its doors. Be- 
fore this the Alamo had been moved to its 
present location on Alamo plaza, and one 

ranch of Madre ditch flowed near the 
walls of its courtyard. This same ditch at 
ene time flowed under the Menger Hotel, 
and San Pedro ditch still flows under the 
re of many buildings on South Flores 

et. 

Strangers visiting San Antonio. have won- 
dered at the crookedness of the streses tn 
the old part of town. They have ascribed 
it to a lack of skill and care in laying them 
out. This explanation is not the correct 
one. The true reason is far more inter- 
esting. The ditches are responsible for it. 
They were laid out to follow the little 
ridges, which were, of course, irregular. 
As the town grew it was natural that 
houses should built along the ditches, 
leaving a roadway between + Shan and thus 
the streets grew tortuous and narrow. fol- 
lowing the courses of the irrigating ditches. 
North Flores street follows a ditch to this 
day, and the water is still used to flood 
some of the lawns. Vegetation along its 
course is luxuriant, and at certain seasons 
of the year makes the street a vista of 

beauty. Below the city the water of 
he ditches is used by market rdeners, 
and it ia interesting to know that the city 
still derives a revenue of nearly $1000 a year 
from rentals paid rd market gardeners who 
use the waters of the old ditches dug near- 
ly 200 years ago. 

The madre ditch has a place also in the 
heroic history of Texas and San Antonio. 
It was for water from one of its branches 
that several of the fiercest fights in the 
siege of the Alamo were wages. The ditch 
flowed srear the walis, and the little band 
of Americans imprisoned within had liter- 
— to fight their ver to and from it in- 
order to replenish their su ply of water. 

Now the city fathers believe the madre 
ditch has outlived its usefulness and thev

Southern Oil Land Owners 
Warn Them Away. 


HAVE FORMED SHOTGUN SQUAD 


ATTORNEYS WHO QUESTION 
TITLE WILL BE DRIVEN AWAY. 


Farmers Determined to Resist All Ef- 
forts to Deprive Them of Their 
Oil-Land Holdings—The 
First Demonstration. 


NEW ORLEANS, June 15.—The oil craze 
in southwest Louisiana has brought about 
a land war. The farmers have organized 
the Calcasieu Homesteaders’ Protective AS- 
sociation and propose to drive out of the 
parish by force of arms any lawyers, sur- 
veyors or other persons who may attempt 
to gobble up the land, to oust homesteaders, 
or to throw doubt on titles and thus stir 
up litigation. That the farmers mean busi- 
ness was shown last Saturday when they 
assembled on horse and afoot, all well 
armed, in the neighborhood of Edgerly to 


drive off the Collier-Forward-Eilms survey- 
in arty. The surveyors have tendered 
al their surveys, notes and papers to the 
mob and agreed to leaves Calcasieu at once, 
never to return. 

The action of the Calcasieu farmers is due 
to the experience of Beaumont, Tex., since 
the discovery of oil down there. That town 
has been overrun with lawyers and buried 
deep under litigation. Land titles have 
heen rather carelessly drawn there as the 
land was of little value, but now that oil 
has been discovered lawyers are searching 
the records and attacking any titles that 
seem to be defective. Calcasieu is anxious 
to avoid trouble of this kind and so the 
farmers have organized. Many of their ti- 
tles are undoubtedly defective. 

The parish was thinly setiled until a few 

ears ago. Some cattle grazed at lurge on 
ts prairies, tended by Acadian cowbosy3, 
but only a fraction of the land, either 
Federal or state, has been enterod: The 
lumbermen were the first 19 *o into the 
parish, attracted by the splendid pine for- 
ests. Then it was discovered that the 
prairies were the best rice iands in the 
world. A big immigration set in from IIl- 
linois, Nebraska and Iowa, so that a ma- 
jority of the people of Calasieu today are 
Westerners, and the Southern element is 
small, except the Acadians, who speak 
broken French. 


Thousands of Acres 


Gobbled Up. 
There still remained after this immigra- 
tion a considerable quantity of both federal 
and state land in Calcasieu and the neigh- 
boring points of Cameron, which is prac- 
tically a part of Calcasieu. This was gob- 
bled up in immense blocks of thousands of 
acres by rich Northerners. The Goulds 
bought in Calcasieu and Vernon, 360,000 


acres; the Standard Oll in Calcasieu alone, 

,000 acres. Guffey, the Beaumont oil 
gusher man, who is supposed to represent 
the Standard Oil Co., got 100,000 acres. And 
there are other large bodies in the hands 
of a few big capitalists who bought-it from 
the United States at $1.25 an acre. At the 
petition of the inhabitants Congress with- 
drew from sale a few years ago such of 
these lands as remained and held them for 
homestead entry. They have been entered 
as homesteads actually of late. 

Then came the oil craze, and Calcasieu 
has had it worse even than Beaumont. Al- 
though the value of the Calcasieu oil field 
is yet to be proved, there is a land-buying 
craze. Land jumped from $10 to $100 and 
$200 an acre on mere suspicion of oil. All 
the unoccupied public lands, whether ownea 
by the state or the United States, were 
ee ge up in a few days. The United 

tates land office at New Orleans soon 
closed out it holdings, every acre of gov- 
ernment land being taken up. Every per- 
son in New Orleans who could pay the 
fees wanted to be a homesteader and en- 
tered a homestead in Calcasieu or the 
neighboring parishes. 

It was the same with the state lands. The 
latter were far more abundant, running up 
into the millions of acres for southern 
Louisiana, but they are all swamp or 
marsh lands given by the federal govern- 
ment to the state under the swamp land 
act. The state land office has fixed uni- 
form ratees of 26, 50 and 75 cents and $1.50 
an acre for these lands, the free variety 
being composed of practically irredeemable 
marsh. There was a rush for these lands 
also with the coming of the oil craze, and 
they were soon closed out. 


Thus in a few weeks southern Louisiana 
which had an exceptionally large public do- 
main, has been practically cleaned out of 
land because of the oil craze, and this he- 
fore any well has been sunk to a sufficient 
depth to determine whether or not oi! is as 
abundant as jn Texas. The genera] buying 
up or entering of all vacant public lands 
has been followed by threatened litigation 
over the titles of land already disposed of. 

It seems that in entering their lands the 
Calcasieu homesteaders omitted to make 
the usual new mineral affidavits required 
by the United States land office rules.

He sets forth his views as follows in to- 
day’s journal of the Society of Arts: ‘In 
South Africa the sight of the Hottentot, 
the Kaffir and other natives is so much 
more acute than ours that they can dis- 
cre ga lurking game in kloof, forest and 
veldt much easier than we. They can also 
use the ordinary shotgun or musket with 
as much precision as most of us can our 
rifled pleces. They can mark an enemy and 
distinguish him across a valley or on top 
of-a hill. This attribute of wild men of all 
sorts, bandits, backwoodsmen and hunters 
has had a very general acceptance by trav- 
élers for years past. Byron recognized it 
when he spoke of the ‘unerring guns’ of the 
Greek bandittt 

“Something ought to be done to enable 
civilized armies to see, as well as uncivil- 
ized armies. So long as they cannot do so, 
they are bound to operate under great dis- 
advantages when fighting barbarians. The 
main difference betwee the culture of 
youth among savage d among civilized 
races is In the want and in the use of 
book learning. To this school method may 
be mostly attributed the aefective sight of 
civilized children. 

“Some means should be found to do away 
with a large part of our book study. We 
should substitute for it blackboard demon- 
strations, models of objects, pictures of 
scenery or of actions and events in history 
and common life. Uncivilized races ac- 
quire all their knowledge by actual seeing 
and ms They encounter phenomena 
in person. hey see things at long range, 
instead of immediately in front of their 
eyes. Thus they not only cultivate a pene- 
trating and far-reaching sight, but they 
get more vivid impressions from what they 
see and therefore retain them more per- 
fectly for future use.”’

Changes in Legislation. 

President Whyte of the Real Estate Ex- 
change has issued a circular setting out 
the recent legislation which interests real 
estate men. 

Attention is called to the bill introduced 
by Hon. William P. Lightholder relating 
to changes of venue. ‘he amended act 
reads: 

“Bec, 4149. Change of Venue.—In all 
such suits instituted under this chapter 
no change of venue shall be allowed to 
a plaintiff or defendant in such suit, 
unless the party seeking a change of 
venue shall make affidavit before an 
officer authorized to administer oaths, 
that the justice before whom the sult 
is pending is a material witness for the 
plaintiff or defendant,’ without whose 
testimony he can not safcly proceed to 
trial, or that the justice ts near of kin 
to a party plaintiff or defendant to such 
suit, naming such party and the degree 
of such kinship; or that the plaintiff or 
defendant can not have a fair and im- 
partial trial before sich justice on ac- 
count of his bias and prejudice; Pro- 
vided, that in all cases where a change 
of venue is granted under the provisions 
of this act the justice shall forthwith 
make out and certify a transcript there- 
of, attaching all papers in the case 
thereto, and transmit the same to a 
postice in the township or district, and 

f there be none other in such township 
or district then to a justice in a nert 
adjoining district, and publicly adjourn 
the trial of said case to the court of 
said justice, to a day certain, not ex-

England's new King has not spok- 
en hastily. He first made certain experi- 
ments. Like the boy who said “I didn't 
pray last night, or the night before, and I 
ain't going to prav tomorrow night; then 
if nothing happens I ain't going to pray 
any more,” the King, cautious gentleman 
that he is, made one or two feints at aban- 
doning the silken dome. Nothing happened. 
Now, says the King, “Off with this head- 
gear—so much for Buckingham.”’ 

Like every ‘other great thing, the plug hat 
was the result of an evolution. Some of 
iis ancestors were very queer. One of them 
came from France. Another came from 
Italy. Maybe’ there is also a German 
strain in the parentage. The ‘‘chimney 
pot” it was called when it first began to 
show itself in the time of George III. 

In his best days George III was a modest 
dresser, and when he put on his chimney 
pot it was a low-crowned, tempé#@rate 
affair, somewhat after the style immortal- 
ized in the pictures of John Bull. The ex- 
tremesis of this time—called ‘‘macaronis”’ 
if they imitated the Itajians, or “Jean de 
Brys” if they imitated the French—wore 
a tremendously high-crowned hat, rather 
conical, with a fiat brim. The brim was 
a long time fixing itself. For several years 
it curled up voluminously. There was a 
great uproar when it became so narrow 
that a man who wished to salute a lady 
had hard work to get a grip on it that 
could be called secure. 

During the period when the very low 
and the very high crown were struggling 
for supremacy the hat was relatively soft. 
It wag not until the true chimney pot put 
in {ts appearance that the texture began 
to solidify. 

This was the dawn of the new century. 
The stovepipe had now decided not to be 
French—not to be a meager, tapering fun- 
nel, but a broad, masterful, circular box 
curving out at the top. At first this curve 
was very slight. but once the curve had 
been recognized as a good thing it increased 
vastly and formidably. 

The hat that Beau Brummel lifted with a 
grace that made his brother dudes despair 
and that smote the proudest women of the 
young century with a potency never equal- 
ed in the gymnastics of gallantry was the 
general form familiar to American patriots 
on the temples of Uncle Sam. The Beau 
Brumme) hat was one of those strokes of 
genius that promise immortality. There 
was no getting away from it. It had come 
to stay and it has stayed, with many mod- 
ifications, for a hundred years. 

The cocked hat being put away, the early 
nineteenth century saw many substitutes 
that were not strictly an acceptance of the 
plug hat. The dandies—and ‘dandy’ was 
the technical name that superseded the 
older designation of ‘‘smart,”’ ““buck,"’ ‘‘jes- 


samy,"’ “beau” and ‘“‘macaroni’’-—the dan-) 
dies had their own way with the Jhimney+ 


pot for a time, until it began to have a 
fixed character as the proper crown of 
middleaged, conservative gentiemen.

and joined the fleet of the New York Yacht 
Club gs the most recent enterprise of the 
most interesting young millionaire of the 
city of St. Louls—Mr. Harrison Irwin 
Drummond. 

Mr, Drummond paid $125,000 for the White 
Heather, but he can afford it. This is what 
makes him interesting. When the late 
James T. Drummond died in St. Louis, less 
than four years ago, he left this eldest 
of his sons, Harrison I. Drummond, three- 
quarters of a million dollars. In three years 
Mr. Drummond has more than doubled his 


inheritance and has done as much for the 
fortunes of his brother, James T. Drum- 
mond, and adopted sister, Mrs. Rachel Lee 
Drummond Cuendet, whose shares of the 
estate of the millionaire St. Louis tobaccon- 
ist were equal to his own. 

Mr. Drummond is scarcely more than 30. 
Yet it is possible for him to count his dis- 
tinctions. 

He has in the White Heather the largest 
auxiliary private yacht in American waters 
and the fifth yacht of its kind in the world. 

He has in his offices in the Carleton 
Building the only private wire New York 
Stock Exchange connection outside a regu- 
lar stockbroker’s establishment, in St. 
Louis. 

He is now worth something 
millions of dollars, yet he is still 
tially a St. Louisan. Considering the provo- 
cation he has had to go to New York and 
the tendency of western millionaires of this 
day to dwell in the American metropolis, 
this latter cannot be accounted the least of 
Mr. Harrison I. Drummond's distinctions. 

Mr. Drummond has made these good re- 
turns upon h scwn fertune and the fortunes 
of his brother and sister by exhibiting an 
aptitude for business not unlike that which 
enriched his father. He has. purchased 
stocks outright ‘n p>?ricds of depression, ani 
held them until he could dispose of them 
at a profit. He has chosen this plan in 
preference to the customary speculation in 
margins. It is said of him that prior to 
the last presidential election he purchased 
heavily of stocks which greatly advanced 
in value after the election.

He has a fine home in Vandeventer Place. 
No matter if a man have a hundred roofs,

is Mr. Harrison I. Drummond's home. 

There is seemingly little need to cross 
the paper many times describing the per- 
sonality of Harrison I. Drummond. It may 
be embodied in this brief testimony by a 
friend: 

‘He's a good fellow.” 

There is more proof. In his youth Mr. 
Drummond was a student at Yale. When 
he was graduated he was elected the most 
popular man in his class. And anyone who 
has ever been within sight of a college 
knows that this is one of those few elec- 
tions in which everybody votes just as he 
feels, and nobody fools with the ballot box. 

To the western mind there is something 
pleasing about Mr. Drummond’s refusal to 
join the caravan of Croesuses converging 
upon New York. It savors democracy, an 
unforgetting that St. Louis is one of the 
finest habitats of humankind upon whicn 
it is the sun’s precious privilege to shine. 
Mr. Drummond was born and raised right 
there in the Mississippi Valley. He feels at 
home here. He likes the place and the peo- 
ple, for there is no purse pride about the 
skipper of the White Heather. A close 
friend, who is with him a great deal, said 
to the Sunday Post-Dispatch: 

“T do not believe Mr. Drummond ever 
thinks of money in friendship. I think he 
chooses his friends for fellowship wholly. I 
am sure it matters nothing to him whether 
they be rich or poor. He is not a stickler 
for riches.’’ 

Mr. Drummond's father was such a man. 
‘His business wrought a wonderful trans- 
formation in his worldly worth, but his 
worldly worth wrought none in him. When 
his check was not worth its waste of paper 
he was “Jim” Drummond to the men he 
counted his friends, and when he was 
worth moré than a million he was to these 
people the same “Jim” Drummond. 

Harrison I. Drummond's father indulged 
the son in spots.

When the Tobacco Trust approached the 
Drummond Tobacco Co. and would absorb 
it, Harrison I. Drummond was president— 
salary $15,000 a year. He had been promoted 
from the stripping room through almost 
every department of the business, and in- 
cidentally the company had placed con- 
siderable dynamite under the salary he 
drew. From $1 a day as a stripper, he 
had risen to $48 a day as president. 


He married Miss Maysie Prickett of Ed- 
wardsville, Mo. They have two children, 
twins, who are between 4 and 5 years old 
and were christened Harrison Irwin and 
Georgiana, but are Known in the family 
as Jack and Jill. Mrs. Drummond is very 
domestic, and entertains a small circle of 
friends frequently. She has splendid jewels, 
chief among which are a $50,000 diamond 
and pearl necklace. 

When Mr. Drummond purchased the 
White Heather the yacht was at Cowes, 
on the Isle of Wight. Jack Paramore, a 
St. Louisan, who is now at Portchester, 
N. Y., with his family, and who is a close 
friend of Mr. Drummond, suggested to him 
that he go to England and bring the yacht 
over himself. Mr. Drummond said to him: 

“Why, you couldn’t expect me to do that. 
The yacht is not equipped sufficiently to 
make a voyage on her a pleasure. There 
are not conveniences enough for comfort. 
You wouldn't do that yourself.”’ 

Wherzupon Mr. Paramore is accredited 
with having offered to wager $500 that he 
would do it. And he did. He took with 
him Mr. Mansfield B. Miltenberger of St. 
Louis, and Messrs. Taylor and White of 
New York. 

Mr. Miltenberger, who resides at the Bt. 
Louis Club whén he. is in the city, told 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch of the trip. In- 
cidentally, some of Mr. Miltenberger’s 
friends are authority for a rollicking good 
sea tale in which Mr. Miltenberger is the 
principal. On the way over he wrote a let- 
ter to be put in a bottle and then cast into 
the sea. It told in what iatitude and longti- 
tude the bottle had been heaved, from 
what ship, and the names of Mr. Paramore, 
and his friend. The writer offered $5 for 
its return to him in New York or St. Louis. 
Having written and bottled it, Mr. Milten- 
berger gave it to one of the cabin boys 
with instructions to throw it out. 

When the White Heather approached 
New York a pilot was taken aboard. Im- 
mediately upon coming over the rail, he 
inquired for Mr. Miltenberger, handed that 
gentleman the bottle letter and claimed the 
$5. He said the bottle had been picked up 
by a fishing boat a considerable distance 
from shore, and that the fisherman had 
thrown it aboard an inbound liner, much 
after the manner of throwing which en- 
abled David to slay Goliath, using a cod 
line and putting the bottle fair on the 
rushing liner’s degk. This accounted for 
the letter’s arrival ahead of the White 
Heather. Mr. Miltenberger paid the re- 
ward. He considered the occurrence quite 
remarkable, and has told many of his New 
York and St. Louis friends the story. Mr. 
Paramore and Messrs. White and Taylor 
have been as busy telling this story: They 
caught the boy who was making for the 
rail with the bottled letter. They got pos- 
session of it, and when the pilot boarded 
them off New York they gave him the let- 
ter and his cue. They shriek with the fun 
of it when they relate with what astonish- 
ment Mr. Miltenberger received the letter, 
and with what promptitude he paid the $5.

She shipped no seas, 
but rolled heavily, a little too heavily, we 
thought. 

We enjoyed those 19 days of roughing 
it. Our speed was seven knots an hour. 
With the sails helping the engines we could 
have made almost 12 knots, but the winds 
were unfavorable almost all the way over, 
and the sails were of little help. The 
best we did was 243 miles in a 
day. We came by the southern

We were out of the path of steamers, and 
saw very little life upon the sea. Fair 
weather blessed our voyage almost con- 
tinuously, and we enjoyed the passage, 
coming out of it in splendid health.

Mr. Drummond is overhauling the yacht, 
and this summer he will cruise around the 
coast of Labrador. I think it is his ulti- 
mate plan to sail around the world. Il 
suppose this will depend “upon how he is 
pleased with the White Heather. She seems 
a magnificent, staunch boat. Ten years of 
service is of no consequence with such a 
yacht.

The padron, as the proprietor of the rub- 
ber estate is called, is master of perhaps 
a hundred men siaves. He lives in a “bar- 
racks” situated close by the river, and 
about this central building are located the 
sheds of his men. If a slave has a wife 
he is allowed a shanty all by himself. The 
gamo is in some way to fix a debt upon 
the native.

credit is extended to him, so that the vic- 
tim can never hope to be free again until 
he gets beri-beri and dies. This disease 
came from Africa. It starts with swollen 
legs and works up until it reaches’ the 
throat, when the victim chokes to death. 

I met a young Englishman, McGame, 
who had just escaped from farther up the 
river. With a United States citizen he had 
fallen into the hands of a padron. Intoler- 
able hardship followed. The American died 
of ‘‘beri-beri.’"’ The Britisher had the mal- 
ady also, and was so near death that he 
was not watched very carefully. It was his 
last chance, and he boldlv stole a canoe 
and paddled with all his sickly strength 
down the Prus. Desperate efforts are 
usually made to capture runaways, and all 
that saved the Englishman was that he 
was so sick and so likelv to die that it 
wasn't worth the trouble to pursue him. 
Each padron assists the others in restor- 
If a slave is found, no mat- 
ter how far from his estate, he is ordered 
to show his debt and credit account, and 
unless he is “‘‘even up” he is sent right 
back to his nadron., 

In spite of its horrors this slavery in the 
rubber camps is necessary to the prosper- 
ity of the padrons. The work is danger- 
ous and uncomfortable. Unless exorbitant 
wages should be offered no free man would 
work in the jungles. 

While the rubber industry has already at- 
teined vast proportions in Brazil, it is 
still in its infancy. All the trees grow 
wild and wonderful opportunities are open 
to men who set about a scientific planting 
and raising of trees. Rubber forestry will 
be a gigantic business in the future. The 
rubber tree is of the same family as the 
castor oil bean. The sap is milk and runs 
in are made all around the tree and tiny 
clay cups are stuck in wet mud beneath 
each gash. Three or four spoonfuls of 
milk ooze from each gash, and the tree 
will run for about five hours. The process 
lasts from June until December. There 
may not be more than one rubber tree on 
half a dozen acres. The slave spends all 
the morning cupping the 70 or 80 trees on 
his trail. After lunch he starts out again 
with two big hollow gourds to gather the 
sap. By this time the trees have stoppeG

Fifteen or 16 pounds of sap are obtained 
in a day. At night the man builds a fire 
in his smokehouse. Palm nuts, giving a 
heavy, thick smoke, are used for fuel. The 
sap is emptied into a big turtle shell and 
a canoe paddle is dipped into the milk and 
at once passed through the smoke. The 
milk adhering turns instantly into a coagu- 
lated paste. Over and over this operation 
is repeated. With each dipping and pas- 
sage through the smoke the bunch of rub- 
ber grows- until when all the milk has been 
dried on the paddle the man has a chunk 
of soft, mushy stuff, almost like damp 
griddle cakes. In a day or two all moist- 
ure has oozed out of it and the mass of 
pure rubber is thrown into a corner of the 
hut along with many other similar ones. A 
man’s “paddle of rubber’’ for one day av- 
erages about 14 pounds. The padron pays 
him 30 cents a pound—but in trade, not in 
money. The goods given in trade are 
raised in price to four or five .imes the, 
New York value. So in reality the man 
gets the equivalent of 6 or 7 cegts a pound. 
In New York the same amount of ot 
gum brings $1. 

Many miles beyond our guide led us a 
a clearing where the remains of the tribe 
lived in hopeless wretchedness. I gave 
them a can of salmon, which they devoured 
greedily—as many as could get a hand in 
the can. All the tribe came to meet us 
but two old chiefs, who sat weaving bas- 
kets. A big monkey, bound hand and fodt, 
lay near by. and one of the baskets was 
soon to be his prison. He had been shot 
with a poisoned arrow, but survived by aid 
of an antidote. 

Blow guns, bows, polsoned arrows and 
darts are the weapons of the men. With 
infinite care they groove out two long, hard 
strips of wood, using a peccary’s tooth as 
a chisel. It takes perhaps a month of pa- 
tient labor to make one of these guns, and 
wonderful is the skill displayed in its use. 
To shoot a dart trom one the hunter winds 
the lower end of his dart with a silky cot- 
ton, which fills up the bore of the gun and 
enables the man to blow out the missile 
with force. Further velocity is secured by 
binding the body below the ribs tightly with 


running, the sap is emptied intg the gourds, a damp band, The lungs are thus prevent- 
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ed from exparding downward, and the more 
pressure is put upon the gun. 

“Bara jude’’ is the name of the polson 
used to tip the arrows. It is a very strong 
nercotic. An antidote called “anti-banan- 
go’ is carried in a small gourd. Both these 
drugs are well known among the South 
American natives, but civilized scientists 
are just beginning to learn what they are. 
Monkeys are the chief prey of the hunt- 
ers. When killed they are eaten. Those that 
survive the poison are kept as pets or sold 
to traders down the river. 

Nakedness is invariable. The only gar- 
ment is the ‘‘tanga,”’ a patch of a breech- 
clout tiled about with a bit of vine. Styles 
are the same for both sexes. Through the 
cartilage of the nose is run a stick with a 
bright toucan feather in each end. Bright 
stones are sunk in holes in the ears. Bar- 
ber styles are very queer. The long, 
straight, black hair is cut bang fashion 
just above the eyebrows, notched down 
over the temples, then over the ears, and 
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is trimmed like an inverted bowl at the 


back. 

Songs and dances were done for our ben- 
efit. My bale of trinkets was then opened, 
and we began bartering for arms, bowls 
and ‘everything in sight. For a bright 
handkerchief and a little minnow a blow 
gun was secured. 

A big woman whipped off her sole patch 
of clothing for a spangle of beads. They 
gave us whatever we wanted. Late at 
night we settled down and the sacred rite 
of snufftaking began. It Is a queer cus- 
tom. Two men stand up, one tips out inte 
his open hand a spoonful of snuff, then 
stands statue-like while his companion 
sticks in one nostril a hollow bone from a 
bird’s leg. Beeswax its fitted around the bone 
to make it fit the nostril snugly. Now the 
other nostril, is closed and the snuff s fn- 
haled. Every last speck is taken, drawn 
clear down into the lungs. Afterwards the 
men change about, and each male in the 
tribe takes his snuff.

land canals, all British waters in which the 
appearance of a man-of-war without the 
consent of the British government would 
be a breach of peace; third, because the 
Dorothea made this extraordinary voyage 
with a crew that had never before been 
to sea. Only the pilots engaged en route 
were experienced navigators. Everyone 
else was from the Illinois Naval Militia 
and. hard down with the sickness ere the 
ship had more than reached open sea. 

When the Dorothea reached Chicago she 
had been out of Philadelphia 2 days. She 
had made but six stops, one at New York, 
one at Pictou, on Prince Edward Island; 
one at Quebec, another at Montreal, one 
at Buffalo, and the last, before reaching 
Chicago, at Milwaukee. She had encoun- 
tered one severe storm, and had once gone 
hard aground. She had been ilocked 
through 28 locks at the Montreal canal, con- 
suming 14 hours. Se had been let through 
the Welland canal and had traversed hun- 
Greds of miles of British waters stripped of 
every gun, the British government making 
that a condition of the privilege of passing 
through its territory. 

The Dorothea is 182 feet long and has a 
draught of 14 feet. She carries a sail fore 
and aft and has a speed of 15% knots an 
hour. When the Spanish-American war 
broke out the Dorothea was building as 
private yacht in the yards of the founion, 
The government purchased her and she be- 
came one of the ships of Admiral Samp- 
‘son’s North Atlantic squadron. She has 
now been sent to the Illinois Naval Militia 


- @Sa training ship. 


The Illinois Naval Militia is the second 


United States, being surpassed slightly by 
that of New York. When the war with 
Spain came Illinois sent these naval re- 
serves from Chicago, Alton, Moline and 
Quiticy. Alton alone sent 6 men. They 
went to the auxiliary crufsers and they 
proved able seamen, even though the great- 
er portion of them had received their train- 
ing in armories and had never been upon 
the Atlantic until they went as seamen on 
the Harvard, Yale, Newark, Cincinnati and 
some of the gunboats. 

The naval reserve of the country proved 
@ valuable organization during the war 
with Spain, and the navy department has 
been much more ready to assist it than 
it was before the organization had proven 
4ts worth. Such naval militia companies 
as that at Alton had been accustomed to 


mever going upon the water except during 
their summer encampment at Chicago, 
when thev would man the old training 
ship Michigan. 

This spring the Illinois Naval Militia felt 
very much the need of a more modern 
training ship. Lieut. W. J. Wilson, U. 8. 
N., of Chicago wrote*the secretary of the 
mavy, apprising him of the desire of the 
Illinois men. 

The secretary tendered them the Doro- 
thea if they would get it and take it into 
Lake Michigan themselves. The ship was 
at Philadelphia when this offer was made, 
two. months ago. The Illinois Naval Militia 
officers made up a crew of 50 men. These

They joined at Chicago and 
together went to Philadelphia to man the 
ship. 

The Dorothea had an eventful voyage.

The Alton boys left the Dorothea at Chi- 
cago and are at their homes. It has all 
been a wonderful voyage to these lads. 
They boarded their ship in the river Dela- 
Ware, where once swarmed the stout ships 
_of Stephen Girard unloading their far- 
“fetched freights. They dropped down the 
river to Delaware bay, and then raced into 
the open sea, stopping at New York and 
then never seeing the American shore again 
until they hauled in at Pictou, on Prince 
Bdward Island, for coal.

rarely seeing a vessel of any kind. We 
had one quite severe storm, but the Doro- 
thea was not injured. Our first stop after 
leaving New York was at Pictou, on Prince 
Edward Isiand, just at the entrance to the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence. While approaching 
this island we went hard aground on the 
sand. A tug came out to us and offered to 
pull us off for $1000. Our pilot advised the 
captain to await the coming of the tide. 
He thought the Dorothea could be floated 
off without a tug. We got off with little 
trouble when the tide rose. The ship was 
uninjured. She had struck upon soft sand 


at 2 o'clock in the afternoon. 

The long voyage from New York up to 
Prince Edward Island gave our crew a good 
taste of the sea. We were all inexperienced 
men and we must have caused our pilots 
considerable amusement with our sea-sick- 
ress and general marks of the landlubber. 
Almost every one of us became sea-sick 
within a little while after we left shore. I 
was myself ill three days, and the captain 
was pretty short-handed durtng the siege. 

From Pictou we steamed up into the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence, and three days later we 
were in Quebec, where we made our third 


Stop. Quebec was the most beautiful place 


we saw. Even the sunsets seemed pret- 
tier there than any we had ever seen. The 
following Sunday we were in Montreal. We 


passed through the Montreal canal at night. 
Our trip up the St. Lawrence was the most 
enjoyable part of the month we spent on 
the Dorothea. There are more beautiful 
things to see there than one has t#me to 
look at. It seemed hard to be a seaman 
then and work at the ashpit or the deck 
scrubbing, when one would much rather 
have feasted his eyes upon the beauties of 
the place. 


We made no stop between Montreal and 
Buffalo. We were let through 28 locks at 
the Welland canal, around Niagara Falls, 
and this took us just 14 hours. We were 
at Buffalo Decoration Day and attended the 
Exposition. Leaving there the following 
day, we went straight to Milwaukee with- 
out a stop. A boat put off to us in the 
Detroit river, but we did not stop. At Mil- 
waukee we scrubbed our ship up to make 
her presentable at Chicago. She showed 
the effects of the wear and tear of the long 
voyage and so much rubbing through carals 
and locks. 


oe FOOT is a disease that is be- 


dwellers. It is caused by hurryirig to 
and fro on hard pavements. 

Experts say that the normal foot should 
be so high that the sole does not touch the 
ground except at the outer edges. If your 
foot does not come up to this standard you 
are flat footed. 

There are several ways of correcting flat- 


The azched foot. 


footedness. Of course, the shape of the 
shoe has a great deal to do with it. Shoes 
Should not depress the arch of the foot; 
they should, in fact, press up under the 
foot and assist in elevating its middle. 

Massage will also correct flat-footedness, 
Then there are gymnastics, manual correc- 
tion, mechanical correction, such as the 
wearing of braces, and lastly, surgical op- 
erations. 

The best exercise is to rise on tiptoe, 
throw the heels out and then permit them 
to drop, doing this several times each day 
until fatigued. This exercise calls the calf 
muscles into play as well as the other mus- 
cles which support the foot. 

Manual correction of flat-footedness may 
be done as follows: Cross the left leg over 
the right knee, grasping the right ankle 
with the left hand. Then, with the right 
hand grasping the same foot—the palm be- 
ing in contact with the sole—forcibly draw 
the toes toward one. This exercise should 
be done frequently throughout the day. Also 
just before retiring at night.

HE so-called “common sense” shoe, 
Eg with its miserably low, flat heel, has 
been the cause of more flat feet and 
falling insteps than all other causes com- 
bined. A heel which is lower than the ball 
of the foot brings all the pressure on the 
instep without affording the necessary sup- 
port for the arch of the foot, and it is, 
therefore, but natural that the arch of the 
foot should break or fall, thus giving birth 
to the flat foot. 

Consequently a modified French heel is 
the most desirable, in that it acts as a sup- 
port for both heel and instep, and also be- 
cause it has a closer fitting instep and is 
higher than the ordinary “common sense,”’ 
thus causing a person to walk on the ball 
of the foot, which is the only natural and 
correct way of walking. 

The combination, however, which brings 
the best results and which will greatly 
remedy the appearance of a flat foot, is a 
Louis Quinze instep and a military heel. 
This raises the heel a trifie higher than the 
| ball of the foot and gives the proper sup- 
| port to the arch, thus enabling the person

MICROBES 
ON THE HUMAN BODY 


HE body of a new-born infant is free 
from microbes of all sorts, but within 

a few hours microbes take up their 
residence, never to abandon it. Their favor- 
ite habitation in the skin its the capiilary 


follicles—deep sheaths suited to the forma- 


tion of hair. 

The mucous membranes are inhabited, 
also, though that of the eye, constantly 
washed with tears, is comparatively free. 
The digestive organs contain them in the 
greatest abundance. Thirty species inhabit 
the mouth, about thirty species the stom- 
ach, many species the small and some 
forty-five species the greater intestine. 
About seventy separate and distinct species 
are ordinarily present in the whole body. 


What are the functions of the microbes? — 


The flora of thé cavity of the mouth are 
useful in that they assist the healing of 
wounds. The acids secreted by certain 
bacteria in the small intestine protect it 
against the invasion of certain harmful mix 
crobes which prevent digestion. 

The spread of the germs of Asiatic chél- 
era is often prevented by the action of hos- 
tile microbes which they encounter in the 
intestines. In general, however, the effect 
of the microbian colonies is barmful, not 
helpful. Headaches, exhaustion, neuras- 
thenia, @yspeptic asthma, certain forms of 
epilepsy, etc., are probably due to poisons 
originated by the microbes of the digestive 
system.

LONDON HOUSES MADE FAMOUS ® DICKENS DOOMED 


Modern Improvements Necessitate the Destruction of Buildings in Which 


He Located Scenes That Seemed Like History to All Readers of His Fiction. 


BOPLE who want to see the London 
of Dickens will have to hurry up and 
buy their tickets for the other side, 

for the real houses which the great author 
tenanted with the péUple oT his imagina- 
tion—people who became as real to us as 
the houses themselves—are in the process 
of demolition or about to be demolished, 
and the streets and squares frequented by 
the beings of his Pancy are being trans- 
formed. The world moves, even in London, 
and improvements are sweeping away the 
old literary landmarks. Even in the rvyral 
England, where ‘‘all the camp with Nell 


in English meadows wandered and lost 
their way,’ a change rapidly is taking 
place. 


But it is in London that the change is 
greatest, for there new streets and new 
buildings will soon take the placé of the 
houses at which American tourists used to 
look and say, ‘‘Here lived Sairey Gamp; in 
that other house she watched ‘turn and 
turn about’ with Betsy Prig by the sick- 
bed of Lewsome. Here lived Little Nell 
and down the street the rioters in ‘Bar- 
naby . Rudge’ went, howling to burn a 
church.’’ All the world knows that Sairey 
Gamp lived in Kingsgate street, High Hol- 
born, ‘“‘next door but one to the celebrated 
mutton pie shop and directly opposite to 
the original cat’s-meat warehouse.’’ The 
house once occupled by the estimable Mrs. 


Gamp and her famous umbrella has stood . 


until now, almost unaltered from the day 
when Dickens discovered it and engaged 
lodgings there fOr the chum of Mrs. 'Arris. 
Now, even as then, a barber shop occupies 
the ground floor, but the suceessor of Poll 
Sweedilepipe does not add the selling of 
birds to his other occupations, as Poll did. 
Otherwise it remains about the same as 
it was whén the precocious Mr. Bailey as- 
téhnished Mr. Sweedlepipe by asking there 
for a-shave. This house is now about to 
come down to make room for the new 
Strand to Holborn avenue. 

Americans will regret the disappearance 
of this landmark of LDickens—and more 
than the Londoners themselves, who sel- 
dom appreciate their literary shrines until 
they have been discovered and exploited by 
the Americans. The weil-known case of 
Shakspeare's house in Stratford-on-Avon 
is @nly one of many instances In which 
England failed to realize the value of her 
possessions until Americans aroused her 
from. her apathy. To the old house in 
Kingsgate street more and more American 
pligrims heave gone every year to look up 
at the window through Which Mré. Gamp 
first made the acquaintance of Mr. Peck- 
sniff and Poll Sweedlepipe’s successor has 
had his business much increased by visitors 
from the New World who wanted to say 
when they got home that they had had a 
“Dickens shaye'’ in the house of Sairey 
Gamp. 
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ers. The Black Bull Inn in Holborn 1s 
doomed. It was there that Sairey and 
Betsey Prig nursed Lewsome. It is just as 
it was in Sairey’s time, and the “‘parapet, 
which was such a source of comfort to 
Mrs. Gamp (who anticipated an easy escape 
that way in case of fire), still adorns the 
front of the building. It was in the Black 
Bull that Mrs. Gamp so highly recom- 
mended the ‘‘cowcumbers”’ to her colleague, 
and the building today is redolent of the 
creature-comforts which, in forms liquid 


the inscription: “The Old Curiosity Shop, 
Immortalized by Charles Dickens.” Dick- 
ens came across it in one of his rambles 
about the city, nobody knows when—per- 
haps when he was a boy working in the 
blacking factory, and often hungry for 
want of a meal. At any rate, when the 
poor little city waif, whose father was in 
the debtor’s jail, became the great au- 
thor he hired the house for the occupancy 
of Little Nell and her grandfather. From 
that house Quilp turned them out anda 


In substantial street improvements. Be- 
sides, as Mrs. Gamp observed on the occa- 
sion of another disappearance: “It’s what 
we must all come to. It's as certain as 
being born, except that we can’t make our 
caluculations as exa™.’ 

The reality of Dickens depends, after all, 
very little upon material things. Every- 
body has in his imagination an “Old Cu- 
riosity Shop” of his own which is more 
satisfactory, perhaps, than the real arti- 
cle would be. Frequently when one has 
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OLD » CURIOSITY SHOP 
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and solid, did so much to cheer Mrs, Ar- 
ris’ chum through her vigils. Was it here 
or in the Kingsgate house that Sairey ute 
tered the historic injunction to Mrs, Prig: 
“Drink fair, Betsy! Whatever you do, 
drink fair!"’ 

Still another Dickens place is to be de- 
molished. This is the Old Curlosity Shop 
in Portugal street. It is the real shop 
without a doubt of which Dickens wrote: 
“It was one of those receptacies for oia 
and curious things which seem to crouch 
in odd corners of this town and to hide 
natn treasures from the public eye in jeal-

thither came Dick Swiveller, Kit, Codilin 
and Short. It is a picturesque old shop in 
just the condition it was when the Dickens 
folk lived there, and it takes little imagi- 
nation to repeople it with the characters of 
the story to which it gave a name. But 
its doom has been spoken. 

A whole slice of Dickensland will disap- 
pear with blotting out of Sardinia 
street. This queer little thoroughfare 1s 
associated with the description of the Gor- 
don riots in “Barnaby Rudge.”’ Never at 
any one time have so many literary land- 
marks in London been In the process of de- 
struction or awaiting ft is now. But what

VAST treasury of fresh and sur- 
prising facts, throwing new light 
upon the mooted problem as to 

where, how and when the feminine sex ex- 
cels the masculine has been amassed by 
Arthur MacDonadl, a psycho-physicist in 
the employ of the bureau of education. 

The data are the result of resent tests 
of millions of boys and girls, men and wo- 
men, of all nationalities, conducted by a 
hundred different investigators, many using 
curious instruments of precision. 

That the boy is excelled by the girl and 
the man by the woman in nearly all of the 
higher qualities is the verdict ofthe aver- 
ages tabulated. Leaving out all techni- 
calities, the discoveries are as follows: 

A novel test proved that woman’s is, in 
fact, ‘‘the gentler sex.’’ Upon a blackboard 
Was written the story of a little girl who, 
after having been given a box of toy 
paints, dabbed the parlor furniture there- 
with “‘to make them look nice for her moth- 
er.”’ “If you had been her mother what 
would you have done or said?’ was the 
question asked thousands of boys and 
girls. 

A much greater percentage of boys than 
girls stated that they would have admin- 
istered a whipping. Among the children 
who would inflict such punishment the pro- 
portion of boys increased with age. Thus 
was discovered the extent to which girls 
are more mericiful than boys. 

In young children the boys’ idea of com- 
mon acts which are wrong differed ma- 
terially from that of girls. A similar test 
proved this. When asked to state what 
they thought of as most wrong, the boys 
answered that it is most wrong to steal, 
fight, kick, break windows and get drunk. 
The girls were more apt to state that it is 
most wrong to leave the hair uncombed, 
to spill things on their dresses, etc. 

That girls are more aesthetic than boys 
and that the latter are more practical is 
This question was 
asked: “John’s father gave him a piece of 
ground for a garden and said that he 
might plant three things. Guess what he 


‘planted? Why?” 


The boys selected plants which they 
prized for their material value, as for food. 
The girls selected those which they es- 
teemed for their beauty or perfume.

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Boys on entering kindergarten were found 
to be more ignorant than girls of things 
in their immediate surroundings. 

More girls than boys had never heard of 
animals and plants of the fields and woods, 
but more boys than girls did not know 
what was meant by the words “ribs, elbow, 
wrist, cheek, forehead, throat, etc.’’ 

An instrument to test ability to keep still 
was applied to boys and girls. A larger 
percentage of boys than of girls could 
not maintain repose within the given period. 

Three instruments, the ataxeograp:., the 
automatograph and tremograph were ap- 
plied to the vorious muscles. Their move- 
ments were recorded by pointers automatic- 
ally writing the movements upon paper in 
waved lines. Each child was asked to fix 
his attention upon a distant object and (to 
stand still for a minute. The amount of 
movement having been measured, the subh- 
ject was allowed to rest for a half minute. 
Then the experiment was repeated as be- 
fore, except that the eyes of the child were 
closed. Both boys and girls swayed more 
with their eyes closed than with them 
open. 

Girls and women were found to fear much 
more than boys and men. The average per- 
son of the masculine persuasion was found 
to have 2.21 fears; of the feminine, 3.55 
fears. Nearly six times as many of the 
gentler sex as of the sterner feared rats 
and mice. 

The fears of the boys were found to in- 
crease between the ages of seven and 15, 
and to then decline. Thos of girls increase 
more steadily from four to 138. 

In fear of the end of the world, blood; 
being buried alive, thunder and lightning, 
reptiles, darkness, death, domestic animals, 
insects, ghosts, wind, robbers, machinery, 
solitude and imaginary things, girls were 
in the excess. More boys than girls feared 
water and great heights. 

Six times as many lazy boys as lazy girls 
were found among 17,000 children, whose 
dispositions were designated by their teach- 
ers. 

“As we might expect,” says the report, 
“the boys are much more unruly than the 
girls. The highest per cent of unruliness is 
shown by the dull boys. Dull girls, how- 
ever, show the highest per cent of unruli- 
ness in colored children.’’ 

Girls have a higher average for bright- 
ness in school than have boys. Nine per- 
cent more bright girls than bright boys 
were found among these 17,000. There were 
found to be 15 per cent more bright colored 
girls than colored boys. 

Among children of strictly American par- 
entage boys are inferior to girls in algebra, 

drawing, spelling and—strange to say—

‘“‘manual labor.’’ Boys are equal to girls in 
only four studies and excel them in but two. 
Sociological conditions are found to affect 
the girls more than the boys, poor con- 
ditions having a tendency to lower their 
relative ability more. But as between lazy 
and nervous girls and boys of the same 
category, the girls are much ahead of the 
boys in mental ability. Colored gir!s re 
found superior to colored boys in six 
studies, equal in three and inferior in two. 

Girls can remember more than boys. This 
was proved by reading a story for three 
minutes to several thousand children and 
by requiring them to write all which they 
afterward recollected. It was found that 
the growth of memory power is more rapid 
in girls than in boys, probably because girls 
mature faster than do their brothers. 

Boys are found to be more sensitive to 
heat than girls. This was determined by 
aid of a queer instrument consisting of two 
thermometers fastened together. 

Boys are more accurate than girls In es- 
timating distance. By drawing a long line 
and asking boys and girls: to estimate its

length by sight the average for accuracy 
was greater among the boys, except at 
two ages, 6 and 14. A peculiar discovery 
brought out by this test is that at the age 
of six the average child thus estimated a 
line at about one-fifth its real length. The 
child does not appear to have a proper 
conception of length until its ninth or 
tenth year. 

Girls attain accurate judgment two years 
later than boys. Up to the age of 15 in 
children distance is judged to be shorter 
than it actually is. 

Boys and girls between seven and 15 are 
equally accurate in discriminating differ- 
ences in weights, but above the latter age 
boys are the more accurate. Girls can 
distinguish more shades of the same col- 
or than can boys. But boys are found to 
be more quick than girls in responding to 
a given signal.

He is reaping the profits and 
sharing them with working men to the ex- 
tent of paying salaries which could never 
have been paid by this farm but for the 
cows. 

On what was formerly practically barren 
ground he operates what is said 
to be the largest butter dairy in Missouri. 
He has 100 cows and keeps seven men busy 
milking them. All of the milk is used to 
make butter, which is the sole product of 
the dairy. 

The barn*‘is a large modern building with 
all modern equipments and clean as a New 
England kitchen. The creamery is equipped 
with a two-horse-power gasoline engine 
used to operate the separator and the 
churns. 

The buildings are surrounded by spa- 
cious lawns. The group is like a white 
village and has none of the disagree- 
able features usually associated with a 
Jairy.

I started the dairy to fertilize the land. 

The corn last season was so large that a 

binder would not cut it. It averaged 90 
bushels to the acre.

barn. 

The output of the dairy is 560 to 600 pounds 
a week. We get 22 cents per 
net We sell to the Springfield and 
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If the butter is for immediate use we do 
not wash the buttermilk out of it. For 
cold storage purposes we wash thoroughly 
and work it in the churn. 

Our milking barn is 114x60 feet, 
with modern stalls. There are 30 openings 


and the windows are eight-light glass, 10x 
In the 


stalls matched pine flooring is used over 
the cement, for the cows to stand on. Mod-

ern feed shoots are built in convenient 
places for distributing the feed. 

Cleanliness is the principal requirement 
in dairying. Every morning the barn is 
thoroughly cleaned, the floors are flushed 
and scrubbed, and the walls of the stalls 
washed with soap and water. When the 
cows come in they are rubbed with brushes 
and the udders are washed with clean 
water. Fresh bedding is supplied each day. 

The milking is done by men clothed in 
white duck suits, who milk with closed 
pails and wash their hands in fresh water 
after milking each cow. Each man milks 
14 cows. 

The same care is exercised in the cream- 
ery. The milk is strained and put into the 
separator. The cream is then placed in 
a tightly closed tin bucket and placed in 
the water drain to ripen. Our creamery 
has a natural spring, which is a great sav- 
ing of ice and more convenient. 

When the cream is ready for churning 
it is churned by a two-horse-power gas0- 
line engine, which also runs the separator. 
The milk is fed to the cows and pigs. We 
find that it is more profitable to feed the 
milk to the cows than to the pigs. We mix 
bran with the milk for feed. We also feed 
cotton-seed, bran and clover and timothy 
hay. Cotton-seed feeding produced a firm- 
er butter. 

The milking hour's are regular. Commenc- 
ing in the morning at 5 o’clock and in the 
evening at 4:30 o'clock. 

We make tests to tell the per cent of but- 
ter fat. and to see if a cow is making 
money, or just paying her board. If she is 
not a money-maker we dispose of her. We 
keep a close watch over our cows, and if 
we find one sick or ailing we dispose of 
her at once. 

Last February was the end of the seventh 
year of our dairy business. During the last

precision applied systematically to large 
numbers. 

Often it is interesting to have an old fact 
proved to us by a new method. In such 4 
case the obvious nature of the fact guaran- 
tees the accuracy of the means of proving 
it. The instrument used in this case was 
known as the ergograph, and consisted of a 
ciasp, which held the hand, while the index 
finger—which seents to be the index to one’s 
power of endurance—was attached toa sling 
bearing a weight. 

The finger continued to wiggle and beat 
seconds as long as it could, moving the 
weight the while. At this exercise the boys 
attained a higher average, as might be 
expected.

Girls are more sickly than boys about the 
age when they are taller and heavier. At 
this age the heads of the two sexes are 
almost the same size. Afterward the heads 
of the boys grow longer in proportion to 
their breadth, more so than those of their 
sisters. 

Women’s heads grow in length until their 
eighteenth year, when _ further increase 
ceases. The heads of men continue to 
grow in circumference untj their 21st year. 
Women’s heads discontinue growth in 
width at 17; men’s at 21. The average girl's 
face is wider in proportion than that of 
the average man. 

In men a change tn the color of eyes gen- 
erally begins at the age of 21, In women 
at 18. The hair of the average woman 
turns dark faster than that of the average 
man. Blushing is found to be more com- 
mon among girls than among boys. Its 
prevalence remains to a greater age among 
women. The most frequent cause for

blushing {is found to be teasing about the 
opposite sex.

termine the relative motor ability of the 
sexes. Each was required to tap with the 
fingers upon some surface as often as pos- 
sible within five seconds. Below the age 
of three girls excelled, but from then on 
the boys and men held the record. Motor 
ability of course comes into play in many 
pursuits, as typewriting, telegraphy, ete. 
The average girl was found to attain 
her greatest lung capacity at about 18, 
when the most rapid increase in the aver- 
age boy commences. Until between the 
ages of 10 and 11 the pulse of girls is faster 
than that of boys.

Tatooing has even been a political issue. 
The most famous cartoon of American art 
was that which appeared in Puck in the 
presidential election of 1834, representing 
James G. Blaine as the star attraction of 
a political sideshow, his skin covered with 
references to the attacks then made upon 
him. : 

In view of the favor it enjoys among the 
wealthy and highly educated ladies of so-

Alberghetti, another criminologist, found 
that 15 per cent of the criminals in a prison 
at Milan had tattoo marks on their per- 
sons. 

Lombroso proves to his own satisfaction 
that tattooing is a characteristic mark 
among instinctive and habitual criminals, 
especially among those guilty of assault 
and murder. While murderers and those of 
bruitish inclination indulge in it, he says, 
forgers and swindlers, whose intelligence 
is on a higher plane, do not practise it. 

The beginning of tattooing dates far back 
in history. It was first practised among 
Phonecian sailors many hundred years B. 
Cc. From the Phonecians it found its way 
among other seafaring men. It seems te 
have disappeared, more or less, amiong the 
Caucasian race in the first two or three 
centuries of the Christian era. 

The South Sea Islanders and other sav~- 
ages practised it from the earliest ages. 
Magellan, in passing through the Straits, 
mentions having seen natives “with strange 
devices’’ on their bodies.

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The Blastophaga, a Tiny Insect Which Loves a Non-Edible 


Fig, Are Necessary to the Production of 


FRESNO, CAL., June li.

a) HE attention of western fruit 


ers is centered on a bug. It is 
called the blastophaga. It 
sweet figs out of sour ones. 

It ie the savior of the fig industry 
United States. 

The Smyrna fig as it grows on the tree 
is dry and without flavor. The blastophagsa 
supplies it with moistures and sweetness. 
No queerer industry than the rearing of 
blastophagas has ever been attempted in 
this country. 

For many years fruit experts tried to 
produce edible figs in the United States, 
but all'of their attempts resulted in fail- 
ure. The fig trees grew and flourished in 
warm climates. They brought forth fruit 
in abundance, but it was of no commercial! 
value because it had none of the flavor 
of the imported figs and would not re- 
tain its moisture after being removed from 
the parent tree. 

Cuttings were obtained from some of the 
finest trees in Algeria, where the Smyrna 
fig is grown most abundantly. These were 
brought to the United States and distrib- 
uted among fruit growers throughout the 
South and West. 

Still the figs were not like those of 
Binyrna and there was no market for 
them, 

Experts who gathered the shoots of the 
trees transplanted in the United States 
observed that the Algerian fruit growers 
cultivated two kinds of figs, one the 
Smyrna variety, and the other the Capri 
fig. The fruit of the Capri fig tree, it was 
learned, was not good to eat and had no 
value; yet the trees were carefully tended. 
When the fruit of the Capri was partial- 
ly ripe it was removed from the tree and 
threaded on strings which were wound 
around the trunks of the Smyrna trees. 

It was believed at first that this wes 
done that insects ascending the trunks 
of the Smyrna tree might find the fruit 
of the wild fig and feed upon it instead 


in the 


of attacking the edible fruit. 


The Arabians guarded their secret care- 
fully and it was discovered only after 
long and careful research and observa- 
tion. : 

The conclusion arrived at was that there 
was close relationship between the Smyrna 
fig tree and the Capri tree. Without the 
Capri the fruit of the Smyrna could not 
be made palatable. 

Fertilization was needed to give the 
Smyrna fig its flavor and that fertilization 
could only come from the pollen of the Ca- 
pri fig tree. 

Here was the beginning of knowledge. 
Clearly, the thing to do was to import the 
polien of the Capri fig. This was done. 
While there was an improvement in the 
quality of the fruit produced, it was still 


without commercial value. 


The next discovery made was that nature 
had provided an insect to carry the pollen 
from the flower of the Capri to the flower 
of the Smyrna tree. 

This is the blastophaga, which is now be- 
ing cultivated in California. Every fig 
orchard now has its quota of Capri trees 
grown for the purpose of supplying these 
insects. 

The blastophaga originates in the Capri 
fig tree, the fruit of which ripens earlier 
than that of the Smyrna fig. 

When the fruit of the Capri its ripe it 
is taken from the trees and strung on 
stout cords. These are wrapped around 
the Smyrna trees and passed through the 
branches. The blastonhagas leave the 
ripened fruit of the Capri tree and go 
to the flowers of the Smyrna tree. With 
them they carry the pollen of the Capri. 
The fertilization of the Smyrna product 
follows. It is no longer drv and taste- 
less. A saccharine substance is distilled 
within it and it becomes a merchantable 


commodity. 


Chemical analysis by Prof. Hillgard of 
the University of California show that the 
caprified figs grown in California contain 
1.4 per cent more sugar than the best im- 
ported Smyrna figs. 

The introduction of blastophaga, the fig- 
fertilizing insect, was first attempted by 
private enterprise. James Shinn of Niles, 
Cal., obtained the first specimens, but 
want of sufficient caprifigs for their prop- 
agation made the venture a failure. 

There was at that time only one capri- 
fig tree on his place. The tree had just 
finished shedding, practically, all ripe ca- 
prifigs, and only a dozen ripe figs yet re- 
mained on the tree. 

There was absolutely no sign of a suc- 
ceeding crop, and the hatching blastophaga 
had no caprifigs in which to lay their eggs. 

These first blastophagas were {mported 
with the help of a missionary in Syria. 
George C. Roeding secured several consign- 

ments of figs containine blastophagas 
from Smyrna, most of which arrived in 
good condition. 

On cutting a fig open hundreds of the 
insects emerged, fiying around in a large 
Mason jar. in which he placed the fruit, 
and these insects were afterwards placed

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This experience, however, does not en- 
able us to make any predictions of value re- 
garding the gulf region. In Louisiana and 
more southeastern states the experiment 
may be tried by fruit growers. 

The climate of these regions differs so 
radically from that of the Roeding pli. 
at Fresno that unquestionably not ony will 
the caprifigs and Smyrna figs have differ- 
ent seasons, but the insect will be consid- 
erably altered in its life-history periods, 
even if it should flourish tn such parts. 

A few trees only of several varieties of 
caprifigs and of Smyrna figs should be 
started, so that much valuable land need 
not be occupied. After these trees come 
into bearing the work of a season or two 
will indicate the probabilities of success, 
and then, if the results warrant further 
outlay, more trees can be started. 


The insect will flourish in a dry climate 
where there is little frost. Persons re- 
siding in such locations can begin plant- 
ing at once with a’reasonable certainty 
of a profitable outcome. 

In all other regions planting should be 
done experimentally and in a small way. 
The work which’ has been done so far in 
California will be followed up by the de- 
partment of agriculture. 

Further observations upon the blastopha- 
ga will be made and its habits will be 
carefully followed during succeeding gen- 
erations, while the Section of Seed and 
Piant Introduction promises to secure cut- 
tings of all possible varieties of caprifigs, 
and to distribute them at proper points 
s0 that in the emergency of the:dying out 
of the insect at one place it can be re-es- 
tablished at another point within the United 
States.

HE Smyrna fig stands in the same re- 
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superiority as a dried product over all other 
varieties which develop without caprifica- 
tion can no longer be questioned, 

The annual output of Smyrna figs !s es- 
timated to be from 12,000 to 15,000 tons, and 
these figs sell at wholesale in the New 
York market at from 10 to 20 cents per 
pound, while the best grade of California 
figs, as hitherto raised without the assist- 
ance of the blastophaga, does not. bring 
more than 75 cents for a 10-pound box, and 
when the Smyrna figs arrive it is difficult 
to sell California figs at any price. 

The successful production of the Smyrna 
fig practically awakens a new industry for 
the United States. 

In 1894 we imported 13,440,604 pounds of 
Smyrna figs, the valuation of which was 
$698,894. After the adoption of the tariff 
law of 1897, which fixed an import duty of 
two cents per pound, shipments to this 
country decreased, and the importations for 
1898 amounted to 7,992,544 pounds, the valu- 
ation of which was $382,784. 

The following year the importations in- 
creased to some extent, and the price was 
higher. In that year we imported 8,535,967 
pounds and the valuation was $504,800. It 
seems very probable that in the very near 
future these importations will practicably 
be stopped, as our whole country will be 
supplied with home-grown dried figs. 

The transportation charges from Califor- 
nia, before the construction of a trans- 
isthmian canal, will keep the prices high 
in the eastern states, but it is safe to say 
that with the better character of the prod- 
uct the total consumption of dried figs will 
increase. Eut this feature by no means 
comprises all the possibilities of the indus- 
try. America will compete with the Med- 
iterranean countries in the open markets 
of the world. 

The character of the product, even of this 
first year’s crop, shows it to be superior to 
the Oriental .product, both from chemical 
analysis and from expert opinion. Expe- 
rience gained this year assures a much bet- 
ter result next year. 
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GREAT EXPERIMENT IN DATES. 


Department of Agriculture and University of Arizona United to 
Increase Production im the Southwest.

T° LARGEST shipment of date palm 
offshoots ever brought to the United 
States have been planted here and 

distributed from this point. This is the 

first step in an experiment to” be .made 
jointly by the department of agriculture 
and the University of Arizona. 

The shipment consisted of 447 shoots, com- 
prising 27 varieties. Of these 391 were 
planted here under the direction of Prof. 
R. H. Forbes. Thirty-five were sent to 
Berkeley and Pomona, Cal., to be planted 
by the University of California. Twenty- 
one were planted at the Arizona experiment 
station farm at Phenix, Ariz

ment being delivered at Tempe three days 
after it reached New Orleans. 

The plants which have been set out 
are in a thriving condition and it is believed 
that the growing of date palms will in a 
few years be firmly established as a United 
States, fruit industry. 

The fruit of the date pa'm grows only 
on the female tree. For this reason it is 
necessary to plant at least one male tree 
to each 100 fruit trees. This has been done 
setting out the shoots in Arizona and Colo- 
rado. 

In a wild state the date palm is pollinated 
by the wind, and about one-half of the 
trees are male. It is probable that pollina- 
tion would be incomplete unless the pro- 
portion of male trees was something like 
one-half, for, although enormous quantl- 
ties of pollen are produced by the. male 
trees, only a very small part ever reaches

The artificial pollination of 
the date palm was discovered by the an- 
cient Assyrians, and has been practiced for 
three or four thousand years at least. Be- 
cause of the great economy of pollen, 
brought about by artificial pollination, one 
male tree suffices to pollinate a hundred 
females. 

The male flower cluster of the date con- 
sists of a etalk bearing a considerable 
number of short twigs to which the flowers 
are attached, the whole contained in a 
sheath at first entirely closed, but which 
finally ruptures, disclosing the flowers. The 
Arabs cut the male flower clusters from the

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A RAILROAD SUSPENDED FROM MOUNTAIN PEAK TO PEAK 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., June 9.

iE most remarkable railway in the 

world is being projected here. It will 

be suspended in mid-air 3600 feet 
above the level of the sea and will be five 
miles long. It will extend from Mount Lowe 
to Mount Wilson, two towering peaks of 
the famous Sierra Madre range, 20 miles 
from Los Angeles. 

The original plan for making the ascent 
of Mount Lowe was conceived by Prof, 
Lowe, the scientist, who established his re- 
nown in navigating war balloons for the 
federal government. It seems only natural 
that such aerial constructions should find 
chances of success by applying the knowl- 
edge of the sc lentist in one method to that 
of another. Although his first plan was 
considered impracticable for some time, yet 
in the end all was realized, and now it gives 
promise of more than was claimed for it by 
the originator. 

The Mount Lowe Railway occupies the 
enviable position of being pronounced the 
most wonderful feat of engineering skill in 
the construction of railroads, as well as af- 
fording the grandest and most thrilling 
scenery and views attainable in the world. 
This concluston is reached by travelers who 
have visited all of the prominent scenic and 
mopntain railways. 

Nhe last settlement before reaching the 
mountains is Altadena, where the Mount 
Lowe car is in waiting ready to climb the 
foothills, A fine view of the valley and dit. 
ferent towns fs soon unrolled. Among beau- 


tiful mountain gorges filled with lovely 


trees, exquisite ferns and sparkling moun- 


In passing over the great circular bridge 


tain waterfalls, is the next station where @ which is so constructed that it seems like 


different kind of car is met, in an ascent 
of 2100 feet from Los Angeles to Rubio Can- 
yon. This is the wonderful incline railway, 
rising 62 feet in 100, almost perpendicular, 
it seems, The great white car, like an an- 
cient chariot, firmly attached to huge ca- 
bles, so strong that many times the max!- 
mum load possible to be put into the car 
could not break them, suddenly begins (o 
rise as if by magic, and gradually leaves 
the earth with only the surrounding coun- 
try, its valleys and cities made exquisite 
by distance, disclosed to view. 


One can hardly realize how steep the 
ascent has been—1300 feet in 3000—until on 
arriving at Echo Mountain, 3600 feet above 
the level of the sea, he stops to compare 
what may be seen here with that which was 
to be seen below; Catalina Island, & miles 
away; Santa Barbara Isiand, 75 miles; San 
Nicholas Island, 100 miles, and hundreds of 
mountain peaks, cities and valleys stretch- 
ing far and wide, made the journey seem 
more aerial then terrestrial. Generally the 
atmosphere is telescopic, and distant ob- 
jects stand out unusually clear and sharp, 
From Echo Mguntain one travels over the 
grandest mountain scenery in the world in 
making the ascent to Alpine Tavern. Con- 
stantly ascending higher and higher, wind- 
ing around the edges of beautiful canyons, 
looking down their steep and preciptous 
sides, observing still another canyon just 
beyond, and then soon coming to a point 
which but a few minutes previous was di- 
rectly beneath, revealing all the different 
loops of the winding road.

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RACE OF NATIONS 


FOR 


HE most costly and dangerous race 
ie ever known is expected to begin ina 
few months. 

The competitors are England, Russia, 
Italy, Sweden, Norway, Germany and 
America. 

Those who have been chosen to represent 
the various countries are: Peary, Wellman 
and Baldwin of America, Admiral Makaroff 
of Russia, Capt. Banedahl of -Germany, 
Capt. J. E. Bernier of England, Sverdrup 
of Sweden, Nansen of Norway and the 
Duke of the Abruzzi of Italy. 

In 1882 Lieut. J. B. Lockwood, U.S.A., car- 
ried the stars and stripes to a point within 
876 miles of the pole, beating all previous 
records by four miles. 

Thirteen years later Nansen, the stand- 
ard-bearer of Norway, placed his flag 150 
miles nearer, and last year the Duke of the 
‘Abruzzi planted the Italian flag 19 miles 
further on, or within 207 miles of the north 
pole. 

Therefore, as the race now stands, Italy 
leads, with Norway second and the United 

states third. 

| Peary, Sverdrup and Banendahl have al- 
ready reached the far North. Peary, when 
last heard from, was near Kane Sound, 
waiting for a chance to dash further north- 
ward. It is now three years or more since 

| Peary sailed. He has accomplished a great 
deal in the way of careful exploration and 
mapmaking, but no one knows how near 
he has been to the pole. 

' Sverdrup, the Swede, is in Ellesmere 
Zand, and Capt. Banendahl, the German, 
is somewhere near Spitzenbergen. 

' The best-equipped expedition ever sent 
out from any countrv has been organized in 

i Mew York. It will sail from Dundee, Scot- 
land, July 9. It is known as the “Baldwin- 
Ziegler Polar Expedition,’’ being led by E. 
B. Baldwin of Illinois, and financed by 
[William Ziegler of New York. 

Baldwin was with both the Peary and 
Wellman expeditions. He is therefore a 
well-trained explorer, and Ziegler has 
boundless confidence in his ability. 

Everything necessary that money can 
buy has been placed at Baldwin’s disposal. 
*“T intend to have the stars and stripes 
planted on the north pole if it costs me 
@ million dollars,’’ sald William Ziegler to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

The outfit contains 170 tons of food, 
cluding a great deal of a new kind of con- 
centrated food in tin cases. Mr. Baldwin 
also bought 400 Eskimo dogs and 15 Siberian 
ponies. 

A fierce spirit of rivalry has arisen be- 
tween the explorers. This has even been 
carried to the point where bloodshed has 
been threatened. It is not impossible that 
the rival pole hunters may clash in the 
North. 

‘Capt. Bernier, the English explorer, has 
announced his intention of following close 
after the Baldwin expedition by way of 
Franz Josef Land. 

Baldwin and Ziegler are highly indignant 
at the adoption of such tactics. ‘“‘We have 
@ crew of sharpshooters,” sald Mr. Zicgler, 
“and the first foreigner who lays a hand 
on anything that belongs to us will be a 
docad man.”’ 

‘Bernier’s expedition is to cost $100,009, 
while Baldwin's has been fitted out at an 
expense of nearly ten times as much. Con- 
sequently there is a suspicion, how well 
founded no one seems to know, that the 
Englishman intends to levy tribute on 
Baldwin’s supplies. 

The Baldwin-Ziegler expedition is pa- 
friotic rather than scientific. “I don’t 
fwant to see a Norwegian or Italian reach 
the north pole first,”’ said Mr. Ziegler. 
“This is a race between nations. It is 
simply a matter of national pride with me. 
(There is @ great undiscovered country up 
there that the United States should be the 
@iret to get hold of. 

“T have every confidencs in Paldwin and 

have told him that if he does not find 

north pole he need not show his face 
in New York.’’ 
are the names of explorers who

A DISAPPEARING ISLAND. 

INCE its first discovery in 1889 Falcon 
S Isiand of the Tonga group in the 

South Pacific has played hide-and- 
seek from its mysterious bed beneath the 
waves. 

With tantalizing regularity it has belied 
the ocean charts by surreptitiously swoop- 
ing to its native deeps from the wondering 
ken of the puzzled mariner. 

It has been missing since 1£98, and now it 
has emerged once more in the torm of a 
huge whale. This unstable characteristie of 
Faicon Island is one of the tamily of pe- 
culiar phenomena which .iave been the 
fruitful core of many a ghostly ccean le- 
gend and the foundation of natural fact on 
which have been built interesting phases 
of the fairy lore of lake and sea. 

Those will-o’-the-wisp bits of vcean land 
have caused discomfiture to the mariners 
of the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, 
and the locations of numbers of vanished 
islands have place in all or most of the 
maps of those periods. 

As late as the year 1700 a English ship 
returning from Newfoundland, near liati- 
tude 50 degrees north, discovered an island 
hitherto unknown, which not only appeared 
fertile, but was covered with fields and 
woods, but, hindered by a violent surf, 
the boat’s crew failed to secure a landing. 

So convinced were the captain end sailors 
of the reality of their discovery that ships 
were chartered in London to explore the 
island, but the search -was fruitless—the 
fugitive land had again vanished. 

Like Falcon Island, it may have been a 
volcanic upheaval, a theory supported per- 
haps by the extreme agitation of the st:- 
rounding water. - It is a remarkable )- 
incidence that since as early as the nirth 
century there is a circumstantial record 
of the discovery of an island by Irish and 
Danish fishermen about the same place, 
midway between the coasts of Ireland and 
Newfoundland. 

From that period to the fourteenth cen- 
tury it was frequently seen by the English 
and French fishermen and mariners, but it 
eluded all their attempts to land on it—in 
fact, it was the sea serpent sensation of 
those centuries. ) 

In Erse it was called Flat Innis, or the 
Noble Island; by the Anglo-Saxons, Icock- 
ane, or the country of the waves, and by 
the Irish, French and Spanish it was known 
as Brazil and Asomanda, or the Island 
of Ghosts. 

But so confident were the geographers of 
the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries of 
‘the presence of land in the particular spot 
of the Atlantic that is marked on the 
maps of the period. 

It may have been a volcanic part of the 
ocean bed, whose active period covered 
those early centuries till the seventeenth, 
when we have the latest circumstantial rec- 
ord of its appearance, or it may have been 
a Fata Morgana, such as that described by 
Commodore Byron in his voyage round the 
world, where he tells of a phantom island 
in high southern latitude with capes and 
mountains that deceived his most experi- 
enced mariners. 

But to come closer to facts, we find that 
among the most familiar wonders in phe- 
nomenal islands are those buoyant lands 
that rise to the water surface or sink to 
the bottom by means of some hidden evolu- 
tion of natural law. 

One of the most important of these 
aquatic wonders is the floating island of the 
beautiful Lake of Derwentwater. It is sit- 


uated in the southeast corner of the lake, 
almost within sound of the Falls of Lo- 
dore; it never changes its location, but dives 
to the bottom or rises to the surface, ac- 
cording to the dictates of the mysterious 
law that moves it. 

In connection with that curious island 
there is a supplementary phenomenon 
called ‘‘the bottom wind,” a local subaque- 
ous agitation that rudely ruffles the water 
at certain times in that particular part of 
the lake.

peasants who regularly follow their exam-

These peasants, he says, in a paper which 
has been published by the “Societe d’An- 
thropologie,”’ live in districts where food is 
very scarce at all seasons of the year—so 
scarce, indeed, that frequently none is to 
be obtained, and the unfortunate inhabi- 
tants can only keep from starving by gnaw- 
ing a curious kind of bread which they 
make from the bark of trees. 

As this nourishment is insufficient to 
maintain life very long under ordinary con- 
ditions, they have been accustomed for 
years to go to sleep at the beginning of 
winter and not to rouse themselves from it 
until the beginning of spring. 

At the first sign of frost the members 
of each family gather in the paternal hut 
and prepare for a five or six months’ sleep. 
In order to keep warm they lie down beside 
the huge stove, which is regularly supplied 
with fuel by each of them in turn, and 
thenceforth there is silence in the large, 
gloomy chamber until spring comes once 
more with its promise of food. 

During all this time no one leaves the 
warm hearth except for a few minutes each 
day in order to take a mouthful of food or 
a sup of water. 


Not only villages, but whole townships, | 
says Th. Volkov, hibernate in this sigular : 


fashion, and the duration of their sleep is 
always determined by the amount of food 
which is on hand at the beginning of win- 
ter. 

If it is reasonably plentiful, the sleep 
does not last for more than five months, 
but if it is small it lasts for at least six 
months. 

CUBAN SPONGE FISHING. 
CCORDING to consular reports sponge 
A fishing 1s a Cuban industry which 
has developed very rapidly on the 
southern coast of Havana province. 

About 15 years ago a Greek sailor, who 
was the first to see the advantages which 
could be reaped from sponge fishing, be- 
gan the development of this industry. ‘Io- 
day the exports of sponges from Batabano 
amount to $1,000,000 a year. 

The schooners which sail along the coast 
looking for sponges generally remain out 
20 days. The crews are not paid any 
wages, but they are allowed a certain per 
cent of the sponges, which represent on 
an average 50 pesos for each man on each 
trip. 

Sponge fishing, which is very easy, takes 
place along the coast, and preferably 
around the numerous islets near the coast. 
Owing to the shallowness and clearness of 
the water the fishermen are able to gather 
the sponges by means of long forked sticks 
called pincharras. 

The finest sponges, which are white and 
very compact, are found around Batabano. 
In the other parts of the island the sponges 
are generally red-backed and spoil very 
rapidly. The Cuban fishermen have given 
the name of machos to the sponges of 
little value, while the best and finest ones 
are called hembras. The small sponges, 
not larger than the fist, are called redobles. 

BEER IN THE ARGENTINE, 
T. LOUIS has not yet put a girdle of 
S beer around the earth. The Argentine 
Republic is still unconquered in the 
war of trade. In four years only 21 bottles 
of American beer have entered that coun- 
try and they were samples. Even Ger- 
many, which has heretofore supplied most 
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of the beer consumed in the Argentine, has 
been crowded out of the field. The Argen- 
tinians have built their own breweries and 
the industry is growing rapidly in the re- 
public. 

The falling off in the importation of for- 
eign beers dates from about the year 1899, 
at which time the large Argentine brewery 
“Qu'Imes” put its product upon the market.

Do I ask 
the servant to get another tablecloth, or 
does he just get one himself? A. In case 
of accident you appear quite unconscious 
that anything unusual has occurred.

No; this girl sees that it is wise for 
her to learn what she can to make him 
comfortable, and also to gain an air of re- 
finement, so that she can werk up to & 
level even superior to his, and that then 
he will be able to look up to her. 

Now, the young man has asked her to 
dine out with him. The old terror comes 
back that she will make a fool of herself 
over that whole array of knives and forks. 

Suppose they arrive in a cab. The man 
naturally gets out first and assists Alice 
Bronson to descend, taking care to guard 
her dress from the muddy wheels. Then 
they enter the hotel. If there should be a 
delay in getting a table they go and sit 
down in one of the waiting rooms or in 
the corridor. On securing a table they g0 
straight to it as if it were in their own 
dining room. One only dines out in a res- 
taurant because it is inconvenient to dine 
at home, or perhaps it is gayer. 

Alice Bronson asks: “Should I put my 
hands upon the table or belew?” It ‘ts 
much better form to keep one’s hands be- 
neath the table, though nowadays a great 
many women prefer to put their elbows 
on the table and sprawl about in easy atti- 
tudes. It is neither a graceful nor an ele- 
gant fashion. For a young girl it is advis- 
able not to drink cocktails or much wine— 
as one too often sees in such restaurants. 

If you are at a loss to know what to do 
about choosing the correct spoon or fork 
for a certain dish, ag many people often 
are, ask your chaperone, or if alone with 
your fiance, ask him—do not be ashamed of 
your ignorance. But I think that common 
sense will tell you which is the right one 
to use. 

Remember another thing—that a lady 
does not make a noise. I have seen women 
behaving in anything but a ladylike way 
in public, calling loudly to one another and 
conducting themselves so as to draw the 
attention of the other diners to them. Be 
quiet and dignified in dress and behavior 
and the world will say you are ladylike. 
Laugh and talk as much as you IlIike— 
youth is the time for laughter—but remem- 
ber that there is moderation in all things. 

After dinner Alice Bronson and her 
flance proceed to the theater—a point may 
be introduced here in answer to one of her 
questions: “Suppose I meet a man with 
whom I have a slight acquaintance; should 
I bow first, or should he?’ The lady should 
take the initiative always and bow first. 

It is supposed to be the privilege of a 
woman to acknowledge or refuse a man's 
salutation. In most countries it used to be 
correct for the man to bow first, but of late 
years it is generally conceded that the lady 
bows first, thereby giving the man encour- 
agement either to speak or to bow. 


In the theater another difficulty presents 
itself to Alice Bronson. The seats reserved 
for them are in the center of a row, let 
us say, on the right-hand side of the aisle. 
There are ladies and gentlemen sitting in 
the seats between the aisie and the vacant 
seats. Alice Bronson wants to know if she 
should face the stage in passing these peo- 
ple, or should turn her back to the stage 
and face the people she is disturbing. The 
main point is to get to the seat as quickly 
and quletly as possible. 

The coming late to a performance and 
causing people to rise, so as to let one 
pass to one’s seats, one should certainly 
apologize for disturbing them. 

I should advise Alice Bronson to face the 
stage in moving in sideways, as when she 
arrives at her séat she will then be able 
to sit down more conveniently without 
turning around, as she would have to do in 
facing the other way. 

It is no act of discourtesy te turn one’s 
back in such a case, and the people dis- 
turbed are only too glad to get you seated 
and resume their interrupted view of the 
stage. 

When seated avoid talking loudly, so that 
you disturb your neighbors. A lady should 
think of other's enjoyment. Some women, 
apparently to attract attention to their 
charms, or their toilettes, conduct them- 
eelves so as to draw the observation of the 
audience to themselves. They may think 
at the time that they are enjoying a tri- 
umph, but if they really Knew what an un- 
mitigated nuisance the observers think ther 
are, they would not be so well pleased with 
themselves. 

Now, let us hope Alice Bronson will gain 
a little self-assurance and self-confidence 
and go out to dine and to the theater, and 
meet “‘ladies’’ and gentlemen, so that she 
can observe the details of behavior, and at 
the same time enjoy herself.

HB chinch bug is responsible for as

sioned by it are in the Ohio and Upper Mis- 
sissippi valleys and the lake region, and, to 
a less extent, northeastward throughout the 
Algheny region, New England and Nova 
Scotia. The gulf states do not often suffer 
serious injury from the insect, except oc~- 
casionally in the rice growing regions. 

The losses resulting from the chinch bug 
are largely to the wheat crop. The losses 
to corn are almost always a result of mi- 
grations from wheat fields after that grain 
has been harvested. The chinch bug does 
not die with the coming of cold weather. It 
hibernates in the ground, usually 
roots of grasses. 
to the surface and migrates 
The eggs are laid on the 
wheat roots beneath the surface of the soil 
during the last week of May and the first 
week of June and the first brood matures 
about July 15. 

The chinch bug goes through six different 
stages, from the egg to the aguit insect. 
The egg is less than three-tenths of an inch 
and squarely docked at 
one end, in color pale or whitish when frst 
deposited, but later showing the colors of 
the developing embryo through the shell. 
The newly hatched larva (figure 4) is but 
little Jarger than the egg and resembles 
the adult insect in miniature except in hay- 
ing no wings. It is of a pale reddisa color, 
with a yellow band across the first two ab- 
dominal segments. The second larval stage 
resembles the first except in being larger, 
and having the head and thoracic segments 
dusky and hardened. After the s2cond molt 
there is again an increase:in size, and tho 
head and thorax become still darker and 
more coriaceous. The next molt introduces 
the pupal stage of the insect, which resem- 
bles the adult almost exactly, excep: that 
the wings are replaced by mere wing pads, 
which latter had already been foreshad- 
owed in the last larval stage. 
molt results. in the perfect insect. Nearly 
two months are required to complete this 
life cycle. 


After hatching the chinch bug is extraor- 
dinarily active 
minute larva being able to travel rapidly 
and to extract itself from a considerable 
depth of covering soil if necessary.

For the practical control of the chinch 
bug many suggestions have* been made, 
some of which have a good deal of utility. 
These are considered in the order of their 
importance. 

1, The hibernating habit of the chinch 
bug suggests at once the advisability of 
burning over and clearing up all waste land 
where this insect would be apt to congre- 
gate for over-wintering. The burning of 
grass lands, especially the wild grasses 
which may have the stooling habit, should 
be done early in the fall, so as to expose 
the chinch bugs that may not be killed by 
the flames as long as possible to the un- 
favorable action of the cold and freezing 
winter. All the rubbish in the fence corners 
and hedge rows should be raked out and 
burned and as little material left as possi- 
ble for protection of the insects. Cultivated 
meadows may be safely burned over when 
the ground is frozen without injury to the 
grass. 

2. The planting of trap crops has been 
suggested and may occasionally be of some 
value. Of this nature is the early planting 
of patches of millet or Hungarian grass or 
spring wheat to attract the bugs in their 
first spring flight. Such lands after becom-

hatch in the soll, and usually the young 
insects wil) find plenty of avenues of ¢s- 
cape; but if there by no nearby crops, 
they will ultimately perish, since they are 
unable to travel far at this stage. In the 
same way trap crops may be planted be- 
tween wheat and corn to protect the latter 
from the migrating bugs from wheat fields 
after harvest. 7” 

3. If a system of rotation could be adopted 
which would entirely dissociate small 
grains from corn, very little damage from 
the chinch bug would ever be experiénced, 
at least to the latter.crop. Following out 
this idea would mean the. planting of a 
farm to corn one year and to wheat and 
small grains the next or some similar sys- 
tem of rotation. 

4. In checking the midsummer migrating 
bugs some good may also be done by turn- 
ing under the first rows of corn or other 
crop dttacked. To have any practical value, 
however, the plowing must be done very 
deeply, or many of the bugs will escape. 

5. The first rows attacked by the bugs 
may also be sprayed with a vwery strong 
oily insecticide, such as kerosene emulsion— 
a mixture strong enough even to kill the 
corn itself and the bugs along with it. 

6. The making of protecting furrows, as 
recommended for the army worm, is also 
applicable to the chinch bugs. The bugs 
which collect in the furrow may be killed 


either by dragging a log along or by thor- 
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try, which indfeates an annual loss of more 


than 40,000,000 bushels. An injury of from 
50 per cent to a total failure of the crop is 
not infrequent in certain localities. The 
parent insect is-a very fragile dark colored 
gnat or midget about one-eighth of an inch 
long and resembling somewhat closely a 
small mosquito. As commonly observed, 
however, more or less hidden in the base of 
young wheat plants or other small grains, 
the insect appears either in the form of a 
footless maggot, or larva, or in what is 
known as the flaxseed state, which corre- 
sponds to the chrysalis of other insects. 
The injury to the plant is done altogether 
by the larva, which feeds on the tissues 
and juices and weakens and eventually de- 
stroys the plant. 

In common with many other of our more 
injurious farm pests, the Hessian fly is an 
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oughly wetting with the kerosene and wa- 
ter muxture. 

7. A good deal of effort has been made in 
some places to protect fields by placing 
about them lines or barriers of coal tar. 
Where this is dane the line of tar must be 
renewed several times a day. At intervals 
along it holes may be bored, in which the 
bugs will accumulate and may be de- 
stroyed. All that is necessary is to put a4 
single straight line of tar in front of the 
migrating bugs and make holes on the side 
of attack with a post auger at distances of 
eight or ten feet close to the tarred line. 
Various other forms of barriers will easily 
euggest themselves, such as putting @ line 
of boards about a field and smearing it with 
tar or combining the tar with the furrow 
method. 

Promptness and vigilance are the essen- 
tials in any of these remedia! operations, 

The Hessian fly is one of the principal 
enemies of the wheat crop, the minimum 


importation from Europe; and the evidence 
points very strongly to the fact of its in- 
troduction in straw brought over with the 
Hessian troops during the war of the revo- 
lution. It first appeared in.injurious num- 
bers in 1779 in the vicinity of the landing 
place of these troops three years before on 
Long Island, and has gradually spread 
westward, following the movement of set- 
tlement and wheat culture, reaching the 
Pacific slope about 1884, and now practically 
extends throughout the wheat belt of the 
United States and Canada. . 

It has long been known on the continent 
of Europe, covering the wheat belt from 
Russia westward. It appeared in England 
in injurious numbers in 1886 and was first 
thought to have been recently introduced, 
but has since been proved to have been 
present long before in barley fields. 

In 1888 it was reported from New Zealand 
and has since become an !mportant grain 
pest there, thus nearly completing the cir- 
cuit of the globe. 

Over the bulk of the wheat area of the 
United States there are two principal 
broods of the Hessian fly annually, viz., a 
spring and a fall brood. There are, however,

single annual brood, the progeny of the 
spring brood passing the late summer and 
the winter in the flaxseed state instead of 
developing a brood in autumn. It is possi- 
ble, however, that in this region an autumn 
brood may develop in volunteer spring 
wheat. 

Each generation is represented by four 
distinct states, viz., (1) egg, (2) maggot, or 
larva, (3) pupa, or flaxseed, and (4) mature 
winged insect. 


The eggs are .very minute and slender, 
pale red in color, and are usually deposited 
in regular rows of three to five or more on 
the upper surface of the leaf. In the case 
of the spring brood they are sometimes 
thrust beneath the sheath of the leaf, on 
the lower joints. The number of cggs pro- 
duced by a single female varices from 100 to 
150. 

The first indication in the fall of the pres- 
ence of the fly in wheat is the much darker 
color of the leaves and the tendency to 
stool out rather freely. 

This is very noticeable, ard gives the 
wheat for the time being a very healthy 
appearance. The leaves are also broader, 
but the upright central stems are wanting. 
having been killed by the fly. Later, the in- 
fested plants turn yellow or brown and die 
in part or altogether. 

The spring brood of larva attacks tillers, 
or laterals that have escaped the fall 
braods, dwarfing the stems and weakening 
them so that they usually fall before ripen- 
ing and cannot be successfully harvested. 

The excessive stooling, or tillering, of 
wheat attacked by the fly is doubtless due 
to the natural tendency on the part of the 
plant to offset the injury by forming new 
latera) stems, and therefore a wheat that 
has a natural tendency in this direction is 
less apt to be seriously damaged by the ‘ly, 

Here aré some remedies which have been 
used successfully: 

1. Late planting of winter wheat ts un- 
doubtedly the best and most practical 
means, in normal seasons of preventing 
damage in: regions where infestation is to 
be anticipated, and this is true In spite cf 
the failure of this means of control during 
the season of 1899-1900. 

The most that can be advised under this 
head, however, is to give a general state- 
ment covering normal years and climatic 
conditions. 

The actual date after which planting may 
be safely made must necessarily be tixed 
for each locality separately, and be subject 

to yearly modification to meet varying sea- 
sonal conditions. 


planting should be made in the northern 
winter wheat districts after the 15th or 20th 
of September, and in the more southern 
districts between Oct. 1 and 15. If the right 
time be selected, neither early enough to 
be attacked by the fly nor yet so late as to 
cause danger of winter killing, much of the 
damage in normal seasons to winter wheat 
from this insect may be avoided. 

2. The fact has been noted in the life his- 
tory that the second brood develops in the 
lower joints of the wheat and is left, for 
the most part, in the field in the tlaxseed 
state at harvesting. All these individuals 
may be destroyed by promptly burning the 
stubble. Burning may be more easily ef- 
fected if a rather long stubble be left, and 
especially if it be broken down by rolling. 
If the burning of the stubble be negiocted 
until the rank growth of weeds has sprung 
up which usually followa harvest it will be 
well to run a mower over the flelds, cut- 
ting off the stubble, weeds, and grass as 
close to the ground as pessible, ani burn- 
ing cover as soon ag the weeds and grass 
cry sufficiently. Careful burning will very 
largely prevent an abundant fall brood of 
flies, and may be rupplemented by burning 
ali screenings of the wheat if thrashing 
precedes the fall appearance of the fly. 

3. In line with burning, and of nearly 
equal importance, is turning the stubble 
under by deep plowing, and afterwards 
rolling the field to compact the earth and 
prevent any flles which may mature from 
issuing. 

4. The regular practice of a system of ro- 
tation in the growth of crops is of the ut- 
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most importance in avoiding damage. Its ‘ 
value may be offset at times by invasion “
